ALEXANDRIA. 
(RECEIVED LAST NIGHT VIA MARSEILLES.) 

A despatch has arrived at the Dutch Consulate confirming 
the precarious situation of forcigners in Japan. 

The Chinese are making great preparations for the defence of 
the country, and are endeavouring to enlist European artillery- 
men, 

It is asserted that two English frigates, the Dove and the 
Algerine, have been sunk by the guns of the forts on the Peiho 
river. 

The Sampson, which accompanicd them, has returned to 
Hong Kong the bearer of important despatches. ‘ 

The Dove and Algerine are gunboats, not frigates, as reported 
in the above. Wecan find uo confirmation of the report in the 
despatches delivered by the present mail, and as this intelligence 
must have come by the same route, it will be found to be mere ru- 
mour, except that a report to that effect was made by the Chinese 
at Canton, The Sumpson arrived at Hong Kong, left the Dove, 
Algerine, and Acteon on tho 4th March, safely anchored at 
a port in tke entrance to the Gulf of Petchelee. These vessels 
went first to Ta-Lien Bay, near, we think, to the port of 
Tang-Chau, that was to be opened by the new treaty. The 
inhabitants, who had never scen a European ship before, 
were alarmed at their appearance, but showed no hostility, 
The country round was fourd to be extensively cultivated, and 
growing much grain. Fresh provisions could not be obtained, 
and fruit and vegetables must be scarce. There are salmon 
and oysters in the Bay, and the thermometer was so low as 18, 
i the shore being lincd with ice. It would, however, be possible 
for the news to come from the Gulf of Peechole in ten days. 

A correspondent has favoured us with the following intelli- 
gence, dated April 16, 7 P.w.:—“The P. & O. Company's 
steamer Pera with the mails of the 4th April, from South- 
ampton, arrived at Alexandria on the 16th April, at 4 pa. 
She had on board for transit to China, via Egypt, Lieutenant 
Morrah and one sergeant musketry instructor, of the 2nd bat- 
talion 60th Rifles, Staff-Surgeon Rennie, M.D., Dispenser 
Rowell, three sergeants aud fifty privates of the Army Hospital 
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Corps. The troops were landed the same evening, under the 
superintenderce of Brevet-Major Clerk, Deputy - Assistant- 
Quartermaster-General at Alexandria, and transmitted forth- 
with by railroad to Cairo, from whence they will be sent by 
rail to Sucz, and in the event of the P. and O. steamer Candia 
(which is to take them to Hong Kong along with the mails and 
passenger's) not having arrived, the officers and men will be 
embarked on board the Company’s store-ship Precursor at Sucz 
until such time as the Candia is ready for their reception. The 
Armstrong battery which has been detained so long in Egypt 
was only fairly started off for China about fourteen days ago, 
the officers and gunners having been quartered on board the 
Precursor, at Suez, since their removal from the Alerandria 
some seven weeks ago, where they were also detained some 
time, The battery was ultimately sent on to Hong Kong in 
the L’Emperatric2, a steamer belonging to Messrs. Newall and 
Co. of Newcastle, and which had been employed in the Red 
Sea laying down the clectric cable. 7 p.a.—The Candia is 
just announced at Suez.”

But little improvement can be found in the state of our 
relations with this country. It appears, as in China, to 
arise from the policy of the Government; the people are 
anxious to trade with us, and are friendly. The prices of 
necessaries,. such as silk, tea, oil, &, have risen on the 
autocrats, and they dont like the foreign element affect- 
ing their pockets, The members of the legation do no: 
move far from their residences, and the following is 
stated to be true :—* One of the ministers having during th2 
heat of discussion grasped the hilt of his sword and exclaimed, 
* Let us rid ourselves of these treaties or fight for freedom,’ is 
not an idle story. Muskets and rifles are now equally well made 
in Japan as in Europe, aud the Daimios’ retainers are daily 
taught their use. Much wiil depend on the coming campaign 
in China. If the demanils of the allied Governments are granted 
without further recourse to hostilities the difficulties of the 
ministers at Yedo will be fearfully increased, and it will require 
ali the diplomacy they ave masters of to prevent matters drifting 
into war, Happily the bad feeling decreases as we leave the 
capital. At Kanagawa fire-arms are forbidden to be discharged 
by an o!d law which prohibits shooting within a certain distance 
of the T'ycoon's residence; but money is exchanged in larger 
proportion thaa at any other port ; and the most serious feuds 
are ainongst the European community itself.” . 

On the 23th F two Dutch captains, Captain De Vos 
of the brig C’ 3, and Captain Dekker of the schooner 
Tfenrietta, Lowise, weve murdered in Yokohama. They were 
walking through the strects, and, it is said, had given no 
offeace, being respectable quiet. men, when they were attacked 
by some Ji 2 with swords, Captain De Vos was killed 
almost immediately, and Captain Dekker was pursued a short 
way before he was despatched. No cause is assigned for this 
act, but it is probable that the unfortunate men in some way 
insulted the perpetrators, 

The burial of Mr. Alcozk's servant was conducted according 
to Japanese rights ; three of the Tycoon’s ministers followed 
the body to the grave.

Tien-tsin !) to pay his respects.  Kweiliang also was at court, 





having recovered from his indisposition. A day or two after 
he returns thanks for his appointment to the superintendence 
or speakership of the classical feasts. Shingp‘an has also re- 
covered, and is at court. All three reappear on the last day of 
the year. 

Tho rebels in Ngan Hwui have been unusually active. They 
have taken the city of Kwang-teh Chau, which subprefecturo 
the map will show is conterminous with Hu-chau Fu in this 
province, The commissariat of the Imperialist forces had its 
head-quarters in Kwang-teh ; this is of course broken up, and 
people are fast flying to the country from Hu-chau, where the 
rebels are expected shortly. Tsing-kiang-pu, on the canal a 
short way south of its point of intersection by the Yellow 
River’s old channel, has also been taken by a body of Nien Fei 
moving southward, it is supposed intending to effect a junction 
with the T‘ai-p‘ing insurgents by following the line of the 
canal. In Sz’ Ch‘uen, it is rumoured, several fw citics 
have been taken, whether by the Miau Tsz’ abo- 
rigines, or by stray Taipings, or both, is not stated. 
The rebels continue very active, also, in Kwei Chau, the go- 
vernor of which province, Tsiang Wei-yuen, already degraded, 
though kept at his post, describes himself as utterly exhausted. 
by climate and fatigue. He has been eight years in Kwei 
Chau, which disagreed with him from the first. He was get— 
ting somewhat bettcr in 1854, when the rebel Yang appeared. 
This involved a winter campaign, and Yang’s insurrection was 
followed up by the Miau Tsz’ aborigines and the Kiau-fei secta— 
rians(probably of the T‘ai-p‘ing party). In addition to the anxiety 
of mind occasioned by these events, he has been suffering from 
liver complaint and blindness, and; although well supported by 
his staff, is no longer equal to the government of his province, 
“ip every part of which there is war, with the responsibilities. 
of commissariat, provision of moncy-to -pay troops, and the 
levy of troops themselves.” So he asks for two months’ leave. 

In Yun Nan, the Mahomedans recently in revolt seem to have- 
quieted down, and the Governor-General Chang Lian-ki, and 
the Governor, Su Chi-ming, implore the Emperor not to remove 
Wang Chi-hu, an intendant who has been twenty years in the 
country, but who has been summoned on promotion to Pekin.. 
The copper and lead supply contributed by Yun Nan towards 
the coinage of the empire is 32,000 piculs in arrear, and mer- 
chants have been invited to advance moncy to enable Govern- 
ment to purchase the necessary material. Wang is well ac- 
quainted with the mining districts recently disturbed by the 
feud between the Chinese and the Mahomedans, which latter 
people have also confidence in Wang. Indeed he, Wang, is 
at present engaged in “soothing” the Mahomedans, Not- 
withstanding all these arguments for his retention, the’ Em-- 
peror insists on his appearance at Pekin at once. Se 

On the 18th January is published a deoree, wherein th 
Emperor declares that he is filled with anxiety because “ the 
ground has not been saturated with the fecundating influence 
of the snow this winter.” An officer of the houschold is ac- 
cordingly to carry ten rods of Tibctan incense (joss-stick) to 
the Governor of Shan Tung, who will. instruct the Commis 
sioner of Finance to proceed with these to the top of the Tai 
Shan, in Shan Tung, there to put up an earnest prayer on be- 
half of his Majesty to entreat the spirits, that seasonable 
weather may be thereby invited. é 

Canton is gradually clearing off its arrears to the privy purse. 
In autumn last the late Hoppo, Hangki, remitted some 66,000 
taels, namely, 55,000 plus a meltage fee of 825, being on ac- 
count of the year 1854; a new meltage fee of 13,675 tacls to- 
be carried to the account of furs sold for the houschold in 
1857; and 200 to the rice transport account of another de- 
partment in the same office. There is now ready for trans- 
mission on account of the year 1855, another quota of 67,6060: 
tacls, 

SHANGHAI. 

The London mail of Jan. 10 arrived on March 2. There is 
no news of a political or general character. ‘The future move- 
ments of the English and French remain a matter of conjec- 
ture.* Preliminary steps are being taken, in reconnaissances and 
surveys of the coast and islands upon which it may be desir- 
able to operate when the necessity arises. Means of land trans- 
port are also being provided by the purchase of horses, princi-- 
pally in Japan. 

We extract the following from the North China Herald -— 
“The Manchus conquered China speedily, and have ruled it 
long, and the secret of their success consists in tke crafty use 
of Chinese agents. They made use of Chinese to conquer 
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China, and they have made use of Chinese to govern China. 
In both respects their policy resembles that of the English in 
India, but it differs in an essential feature. Tho English 
brought with them into India a higher type of civilisation ; and 
railroads, telegraphs, steamboats, colleges, and sundry beneyo- 
lent institutions, together with important reforms in civil law 
and social customs, testify to their influence in clevating the 
conquered races. The Manchus entered China savages, and 
adopted the civilisation of their subjects. Having vo supe- 
riority themselves except in energy of character, their object 
could not be to clevate and improve the subjugated nation. 
The sole end of their policy has been the preservation of their 
power, and its twofold influence on themselves and the Chinese 
is ably indicated by Abbe Huc in his interesting work on the 
Chinese Empire. ‘It is,’ says that acute observer writing in 
1849, ‘because the magistracy is no longer confided to persons 
who are friends of justice, that this emp‘re, once so flourishing 
and so well governed, is sinking rapidly to decay, and advancing 
towards certain, perhaps speedy, destruction.’ Many Mandarinus 
have declared to us that the real Chinece never repulsed 
foreigners, and that all the severe measures taken against them 
date only from the commencement of the present dynasty. For 
fear that forcigners would snatch their prey from them, they 
have carefully ciosed the ports of China against them, thinking 
thus to secure themselves from ambitious attempts from with- 
out ; and in the interior of the empire they have sought to 
keep their enemies divided by their system of rapid and con- 
stant change of officers.” 
THE PORT OF TIEN-TSIN. 

f In 1858 this important seaport was in the hands of the 
allies, and a strong squadron of gunboats lay for more than a 
month at the terminus of the grand canal. Why was it relin- 
quished, and not included among the open ports? Simply 
because, commercially, it was likely to prove of small value on 
account of its situation within a shallo® bar, and towards the 
head of a narrow, tortuous river. But is a diplomatist to view 
things solely according to a commercial estimate? In this case 
the error of doing so is already obvious. The commercial 
eapabilities of Tien-tsin are of course untricd ; but they are no 
doubt greater, from proximity to the capital, than those of 
either of the other northern ports named in the treaty, But, 
independently of this probable advantago, it would have been 
wise for the allies to retain it, not in possession, but as au 
open port, on account of its military importance.. It commands 
Pekin, and would constitute the best possible guarantee for the 
fulfilment of treaty stipulations. Had Lord Elgin and Daron 
Gros perceived this in 1858, they would have spared the tragedy 
of 1859. But they retired immediately on the signature. of 
their treaties, without leaving a single gunboat to secure their 
ratification, Free scope was thus given for the emperor to 
fortify the approaches to his capital, and prepare for repudiating 
those disagreeable compacts. ‘The lamentable defeat at Taku 
last year was one of the fruits of that ill-judged moderation, 
and another bloody and expensive campaign in the North is its 
Promised harvest for the present year. When Tien-tsin shall 
again be in the hands of the allies, let them mend the errors 
of the past, make it an open port, aud leave no possibility for 
the mouth of the Peiho again to become a battle-ground, 

A. correspondent of the China Afail writes :—“ The French 
officers, or their agents, are collecting Chinese horses here for 
their troopers, to the great amazement of the Chinese. These, 
it is beiieved, are to be brought into action, if need be, on the 
plains of the Peiho. It is quite a pew figure in the opening 
drama, farce, or, more likely, tragedy. But the chief matter of 
anxiety, among the more considerate residents, is an apprehen- 
sion that ere long the coolic trade will be again opened at the 
ports of Ningpo and Shanghai ; if it be so, the masses of the 
people, million upon million, multiplied many tens of times, 
will be driven to desperation. Multitudes of Chinese, high 
and low, will rather die on their own soil, than go slaves, or 
coolies, to labour on a foreign soil and in a distant climate. 
‘The English and American consuls are aware, at least to some 
extent, of this state of public sentiment among the Chinese ; 
yet, even backed by H.M.’s, Plenipotentiary, they may be 
unable to prevent the determined purposes of the French Go- 
vernment.” 





0O-CHOW-FOO, 


For a few weeks we have had rumours, indistinct and un- 
certain of being turned out of Foo-chow-Foo, having houses 
burnt over our heads, and our throats cut, &c.; but there is 





little fear of either. Six weeks ago was the date given for 
@ concerted movement amongst the Chinese; but not a finger, 
not a foot, has been moved to bring about the plot. 


AMOY, 

Advices from this place report that kidnapping of coolies 
for the Havana is {being carried on to a shocking extent. Tho 
Spanish brig Seraphine has left with a cargo. The Neptune 
was waiting outside, and the American ship Ann was on tho 
berth for the same port. The Chinese authorities have tor- 
tured and crucified several of the brokers. They seized a small 
schooner, under Portuguese colours, that was cngaged in tho 
trade, avd burnt her. 

SWATOW. 


Rumours are current that a disturbance would soon arise 
between the officials of the new Customs’ service and those of 
the old. The Swatow Chinese were expected to side with tho 
old service. The gunboat Opossem left Swatow for Amoy on 
the last day of February, having been relieved by the Kestrel. 
Messrs. Haffenden, Major, and Co. have established their hotel 
on Double Island, for the convenience of captains and other 
persons visiting the place. 

Hoxe Kone. 

The mail of 26th Jan. arrived on 11th March, being forty- 
five days from Londen. Sir Hope Grant, the Commander-i 
Chief of the British forces, arrived on the 13th, in Messrs, 
Jardine, Matheson, and Co.'s steamer Fiery Cross, from Cal- 
cutta. No other movements have taken place in connection 
with the coming expedition. 

The China Afait has the following, which we trust, however, 
may not be verified :— Mr. Tarrant is to be released in a few 
days, but the heavy costs of his trial will probably confine him 
in the debtors’ gaol for some time longer. The gaol authorities 
condemned him lately to solitary imprisonment for a short 
time on bread and water, because the end of a cigar was dis- 
covered in his cell. Such a fact scarcely requires comment, 
and shows that, whatever may have been the faults of some of 
the papers in Hong Kong, no small share of the obloquy should 
fall upon the officials who thus demonstrate their incapacity 
for comprehending the age in which we live, aud so wantonly 
embitter the state of matters.” 

The case of Captain Sanders and the Customs authorities 
has not yet been tried. 

Mr, Alexander, who has been for twelve years in the Su- 
preme Court, is appointed acting chicf magistrate in the place 
of Mr. Mitchell, who proceeds to England on sick leave. 

Lieutenant Harris, of the Cambrian, has assumed charge of 
the harbour master’s office, which has been rendered vacant by 
the death of Mr. Newman, Mr. Inglis, the able harbour mas- 
ter, is now at home on sick leave. The office has usually been 
conferred on naval men, though Mr. Iuglis was an exception to 
the rule, What influence can be at work against Mr. Gun- 
thorpe, so many years chicf clerk 7 

His Excellency the Governor has reduced the police rate for 
this year to 7} per cent. for houses in the city ; the lighting 
rate remains at 14. 

The officers of the garrison gave their fifth representation on 
Wednesday night. “I've written to Brown,” was the first picce, 
and was a capital one ; the female characters were well sustained, 
and the “ ingeniousand inventive Brown” capitally done. “A 
Fast Train,” was the next, and was gone through with Captain 
Twiss’s usual tact. “Sarah Gamp’s Tea and Turn Out” was 
the last, and was splendidly done, and excited one's risibilities. 

The plans for supplying the town with water have been laid 
before a committee consisting of Colonel Mann, Mr, Mackenzie, 
of Messrs. Deut and Co. and Mr. Cleverley, the survcyor- 
general. 

The new road up to the top of Victoria-peak is now all but 
completed, by the use of that free labour which is so gencrously 
provided for her Majesty by the juries of Hong Kong. It is 
easy of ascent, and at present quite smooth, though after the 
rains of summer it may present a very different aspect, for in 
some places it has not bec cut in sufficiently deep to give it a 
safe basis, The land round the Sanatorium has been levelled, 
and the walls of that building are commencing to rise from the 
ground. It is not to be a large place ; but should the experi- 
mient succeed, doubtless it will be enlarged, or other buildings 
will be erected, 

The Crown lands known as Pediler's-hill, Morrison’s-hill, and 
Hospital-hill (north end), with the bungalows on them, were to 
be sold by public auction on April 16. 
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On the subject of the murder of two Dutch captains at 
Japan, noticed elsewhere, the Daily Press has the following :— 
“We have been favoured with the perusal of advices from 
Kanagawa to the 27th ult, which reached Shanghai per Azof, 
and were brought thence per Formasa. They aro of a most 
unsatisfactory nature, and record the murder of two masters of 
Dutch vessels whilst on shore. Ono was Capt de Vos, of the 
Christian Louis, and the other Capt. Decker, of the Helena 
‘Louise. They were suddenly attacked on the evening of the 
26th February, whilst traversing the native portion of Yoko- 
hama, by men with a sword in each hand, which is the badge 
of office or nobility, One was cut down at once; the other 
ran and was dreadfully mangled ere he fell, One of these un- 
fortunate men had only arrived the previous evening, so that it 
is out of the question that he could have given any just cause 
of offence. It is supposed that the assassins were employed 
by some of the nobles and mistook their meu, The murder 
was witnessed by a Japanese in the employ of a foreigner, 
from whom the particulars are derived. Tho only man-of-war 
in port was a Russian, which had sent a guard on shore and had 
evinced every sympathy. There were no British men-of-war 
in the neighbourhood. A Dutch war steamer was at Nagasaki, 
which had proceeded to the scene of the atrocity. This is 
viewed as a further indication of the animosity of the Japan- 
ese nobles to foreigners, and trouble is anticipated.” 

The China Mail has the following, on the mode adopted in 
selecting special and common juries :—“It is of importance 
that some intelligible principle should be followed in making 
the division, and it is difficult to see what rule has been fol- 
lowed this year. It cannot be that position in business is the 
ground on which special jurors are selected ; for we find that 
Mr. Costertor, the manager of the Mercantile Bank, is a com- 
mon jurorfwhile Mr. Reid, the sub-manager, is a special, and so 
also is the accountant of another bank. Mr. Leslie, a partner 
in one of the first fhouses in China, that of Dent and Co., is 
also a common juror, while Mr. Lemann, Mr. Maclean, and other 
‘mercantile assistants’ in houses of much less note, are specials 
If respectability is to settle it, why should Mr. Kup, the re- 
spected Consul for the Netherlands (who ought not to be on the 
list at all), be a common juror, while Mr. Gassett and Mr. Coutts 
are made specials? Influence has evidently not been closely 
‘followed. We presume that those are made special jurors who 
apply for being so and are judged worthy. If that is the case 
there will be some reason for applying in future. Editors of 

newspapers should bo taken off the jury list altogether, not 
mercly because that is usual in other places, where they arc 
exempted, like clergymen and doctors, but because they so often 
are mixed up with cases before they come to trial as to be 
unfit to sit on the jury. Thus, for instance, the editor of the 
Chronicle has been labouring so hard to prejudge the case of 
Captain Sanders, that he could not be allowed to sit in a jury 
on the case.” ‘

CANTON, 

The allied troops are all in good health, and on the gui vive 
for the coming engagements at the north, Business at Canton 
is in anything but a satisfactory state. The country through 
which the lines of communication with the interior pass, is in 
amost disturbed state. Rebels commonly, but robbers pro- 
perly called, infest all the highways of commerce, and render 
communication dangerous and expensive, if not impossible, 

MACAO, 

We extract tho following from the Daily Press :—“ We hear 
that the coolie slave dealers of Macao met the other day in 
solemn conclave, and formed themselves into a sort of guild. 
They elected the cclcbrated Vargas of Whampoa notoriety as 
their president, and resolved that he alone should engage 
coolics, This it was hoped would destroy the competition at 
preseut existing amongst the members of the trade, and, tend- 
ing to depress the price of slaves, of course make the traffic 
more lucrative. It was resolved, we hear, that not more than 
twenty dollars should be given for a full-grown adult coolie, 
and that aftera certain number had been barracooned, a detined 
division of the victims should be made, Our reporter unfor- 
tunately was not present, but we understand nothing was said 








about the quality of the coolies in making this division. This 
was a sad oversight, as Mr. Vargas will be sure to select all the 
best for himself, and clevate his name in Havana as the im- 
porter of a superior article, 

It is rumoured that Messrs. Lyall, Still, and Co. offered Mr. 
Vargas most liberal terms to take charge of a depot at Canton, 
which he refused, owing ‘to his lack of confidence in Messrs. 
Parkes and Perry. 


COCHIN CHINA. 

Intimation has been given of the opening of the port of 
Saigon in Cochin China to trade, under the protection of the 
French authorities, A harbour due of two dollars per ton is 
charged on all vessels, which exempts from duty on imports or 
exports with exception of opium, which is charged at 20 per 
cent. ad valorem. The blockade of the rest of the coast is still 


rigorously maintained. 





JAVA. 

Heavy rains accompanied by storms had latterly prevailed, 
and caused considcrable damage. 

The scarcity of silver currency was increasing, and the 
Handelsblad states that experienced financiers and merchants 
agreed with that paper in thinking that this could only be re- 
medied by the following means :—A mint on Java, authorised 
circulation of foreign money, and in the meanwhile a duty 
of five per cent. on the export of Netherlands India silver 
money. 

The Supreme Court of Netherlands India has concurred in 
the reasons for which the Court of Justice at Batavia scn- 
tenced Mr. H. J. Lion to imprisonment for 18 months, on 
account of a libel on the Governor-General in the Batavia 
Handelsblad. Mr. Lion was prepared to present himself at the 
prison at Weltevreden’on Sunday, the 4th of March, when six- 
tcen inhabitants of Batavia, heads of mercantile houses, and 
other private persons, waited upon the Governor-General and 
rnquested him to remit the sentence of imprisonment. The 
execution of the arrest is therefore suspended. 

The net amount of import and export duties collected in 
Java and Madura during 1859 amounted to 7,440,579 francs. | 


THE EXPEDITION TO BONI, ETC, 

The second expedition to Boni is now returning to Java, a 
battalion and half battalion, besides the artillery, having al- 
ready reached Samarang and Sourabaya’ H.M.’s stcamer 
HMerapie had gone from Banjermassing to Makassar to bring 
over the commander-in-chief of the army. As the treaty with 
the small state of Waju had not been completed, the departure 
of the commander-in-chief from Boni was uncertain, and would 
probably not take place until the end of March. The 11th 
battalion still remains in Celebes, and will probably not return 
to Java until all the arrangements with the Celebes princes are 
definitively settled. _ 

The latest news from Banjermassing are contained in tele- 
grams received from Sourabaya, reaching to the 3rd March. On 
the 19th February the fortification at Amonthai was captured 
with great loss to the enemy, and trifling loss on the side of the 
Dutch, In consequence of this, the whole Benua Lima had 
come under submission. Hidayat, who, by proclamation on the 
5th February, had been declared to have forfeited his office of 
manku-bumi, or regent, and was summoned to place himself at 
the orders of the Government commissioner, had in connection 
with the expedition against Amonthai entered into correspon- 
dence with the commissioner. Some bands from the Upper 
Dusan attacked Marabahu on the night of the 8th February, 
but were driven off with great loss. Rajah Muning was at- 
tacked by Captain Schiff at Chambi on the 5th February, and 
was found dead on the field. On this occasion Lieut, Blondeau 
lost his life. A column of seventy-five men had an encounter 
with an overwhelming number of the enemy on the 10th 
February at Taal, without any decisive result. On the 1]th 
February the first meeting with the bands of Surapati in the 
Upper Duson took place. The Suriname received two shots 
from the 30-pounder taken by the rebels from the Onrust, one 
in the boiler, causing a loss fof one man killed, and seventeen 
wounded. The Suriname being reinforced by the Bfontrado and 
Celebes, the entrenched post of the rebels was attacked on the 
22nd February, and being assailed in the rear by the land 
forces under Captain Ravestein, white the steamers operated in 
front, it was taken, and the Onrust’s gun recovered. During 
the course of the operations the Afontrado received a shot from 
this gun, but with little damage to the vessel. 
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MALACCA STRAITS. 
SINGAPORE. 

The following vessels from England and France have arrived 
in connection with the China expedition :—The store-ship 
Thunder, on the 8th March; ILM.S. Snake, on the 16th, and 
the La Renommé, on the 7th; and from India H.M.S’s Prince 
Arthur, Assaye, Coromandel, Dalhousie, Victoria, and the 
P. and O. Company's steamers Oriental and Hindostan. Sailing 
vessels with troops, Earl of Clare, Rajah of Cochin, J. Jeejecbhoy, 
Adclaide, Athleta, Euxine, York; and the following vessels have 
left for Hong Kong, on the 11th March, Prince Arthur, Assaye, 
towing the Earl of Clare. Thunder, 15 ; Dalhousie, towing the 
J. Jeejeebhoy, 16; La Renommé, 17; Fury, towing the 
Athletz, and Rajah of Cochin, 20 ; Hindostan, towing the York. 
The French steamer La Place left for Anjer, to tow the frigate 
La Vengeance ; H.M.S. Magieienne, Capt. Commerrell, remains 
n the Straits as Commodore. The Ringdove is detained for 
the purpose of towing vessels up to Singapore and China, 

The Singapore Siratts Times has the following remarks on 
the transfer of the settlement from the Government of India: 
—‘I€ it be correct—which there is no reason to doubt—that 
the Home Government havo determined to separate the Straits 
Settlements entirely from the Government of India, now is the 
time for the European inhabitants of Singapore to offer such 
suggestions as may probably be received as fitting by the Secre- 
tary of State for India, in the formation of the plan of the 
Straits Government. Singapore, Penang, and Malacca cannot be 
Jooked upon in the light of an ordinary colony, aud therefore 
nothing analogous to the constitution of new colonies ought to 
be followed in that provided for us, There ought to be no 
Crown nominees to the Legislative Council, The European in- 
habitants of the settlement are all uf the more educated class, 
and as a body can exercise the elective faanchise with as much 
intelligence as any British community, The Secretary of State 
forIudia may very safely take thisfact intoconsideration,andleave 
at anyrate thus far the powerof self-control to ourcitizens them- 
selves, It would altogether defeat the beneficial objects of the 
new state of things, to have persons appointed to make laws in 
whom the people had no dependence, either for their zeal or in- 
telligence. There are many other points in drawing up a ‘ draft 
plan’ of government ‘for the Straits settlements which it might 
be necessary to bring under the observation of the Secretary of 
State for India, but inasmuch as, perhaps, it might be premature 
to bring them forward, we refrain at present from making any 
observation with respect to them.” 

PENANG, 

The drought continues, and the soil is now drier than it has 
hithorto been this season, Nutmegs are suffering much, and 
weakly and diseased plants and trees perishing branch by 
branch, or at once. Coffee in the open air begins to be thrown 
back and lose its rich green colour, but, unless where the ground 
is thin and stony, it does not droop like the nutmeg. Young 
natives of the soil, such as rambutans and rambais, appear to 
be unconscious of the heat, as they throw out shoots and re- 
tain their natural verdure. The young durian is the most sen- 
sitive to drought among the indigenous fruit trees. It soon 
teceives a check and begins to show a paler green. Betlenut 
stands the drought well till it becomes very severe, and then in 
peculiarly arid tracts trees are apt to die off suddenly. 

His Honour the Governor has, during his short stay at this 
station, won golden opinions from all sorts of men, by the trouble 
he has taken in travelling over different parts of the island and 
province Wellesley, and personally inspecting the various public 
institutions, the Government and municipal works and pub- 
lic roads, by the improvements he has ordered or projected, 
and by his attention to representations made to him, whether 
official or non-official, It is to be hoped that he will be able 
to prolong his stay here for a little, that he may be able to 
carry out these reforms.

EXPORTS, . 

Tea.—Notwithstanding the heavy exports, the utmost desire 
is manifested by foreigners to invest in the article, although the 
paucity of stock and the advancing rates in London, not only 
cause the teamen to be difficult to be dealt with, but the assort- 
ment to select from very restricted in quantity and indifferent 
in‘quality. The posture of political events since the departure 
of last mail tends to strengthen the general fecling in favour of 
investing in tea. ‘The overwhelming Anglo-French force on the 
one hand, the haughty repellence and utter impotence of the 
Emperor of China on the other, make a conflict certain, and 
an overthrow of the Government imminent. The state of 
anarchy into which the country has of late years fallen, will 
necessarily be greatly aggravated in any event, ‘and the 
communication with the tea districts interrupted by marauders. 
to a greater extent than ever. In fact, these prognostications 
have been partially verified, as will be observed in the general re- 
marks to this report. In addition to these circumstances, there 
has been for some time a very prevalent though ill-defined idea, 
that the Chinese Government would stop the export of tea 
This has operated to deter capitalists and tea dealers from 
sending funds into the tea districts, and the late increased pre- 
valence of marauders will certainly cause them to congratulate 
themselves on their prudence. It being certain that both the 
culture and manipulation of the leaf for the foreign demand in 
the producing districts, must be greatly curtailed by the usual 
pecuniary facilities being thus withheld, it follows that as the 
period for making these monetary arrangements has long since 
passed, the effect of the want of confidence on the part of the 
capitalists has actually been realised, and that even if prospects 
should brighten instead of becoming more gloomy as they have 
done, the coming season’s yield of tea must necessarily be 
small. These are the considerations which induce shippers of 
tea to pay less regard to tho heavy export than would be 
evinced on ordinary occasions. The stocks at all the 
ports, it will be observed, are flickering in the socket, 
firmness of the teamen and the small supplies from the 
country, being a sufficient guarantee that this scason’s yield 
is all but exhausted. The total export to Great Britain, 
therefore, may probably still fall short of the consumption. 
Shanghai—Black.—There has been a spirited demand through- 
out the fortnight, and prices have advanced from one to two 
tails on those last quoted, being equal to four tacls for the 
month. The settlements since last mail are reported at 16,000 
chests Congou, namely, 8,500 chests Ningchow at 26 to 33 
taels, 2,000 chests Lesan and Hokows at 22} to 25 taels, and 
5,500 chests Shanghai packed at 15 to 20 taels. The only 
other description of black tea on the market is Flowery Pekoe, 
in which no business has been done. The unsold stock upon 
the market is reduced to 10,000 chests Congou (6,000 Ning- 
chow and Oopack, and 4,000 chests Shanghai packed) and 
2,000 chests Flowery Pekoec. A few thousand chests more may 
be expected, which will complete the season’s supply. Green Teas. 
—Settlements continue to be freely made at previous quotations. 
At Foo-chow prices have again advanced in consequence of the 
small stocks, At Canton the teamen continue firm holders, and 
the settlements reported exhibit an advance. The following are 
the transactions reported for the fortnight. Congous, 12 chops 
Oonams and Oopacks, at 24 to 334 tacls, and 5,000 half chests 
Canton made at 20 to 23 taels. 

Raw Snx.—Shanghai: The season is drawing rapidly to a 
close. The supplies from the country have been trifling, and 
tho small stock that remains unsold contains little of the kinds 
usually exported to Europe. The shipments to date, althougk 
they include 3,500 bales Japan, are still 12,000 bales short of 
last season's export at corresponding period. The scttlements 
of the fortnight are reported at 2,500 bales, leaving in stock 
3,000 to 4,000 bales, The silkmen have latterly evinced more 
disposition to realise, and prices may perhaps be quotod 5 taels 
lower, ‘Tho following are the current quotations :—Tsatlee, 
No. 1, none; No. 2, tacle, 430 to 400 per pl. ; No. 3, taels, 
405 to 420 per pl. 

Stvcarore.—Tho import market has been quiet during the 
past fortnight, but the recent arrival of the Borneo and Leich- 
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hardt w'th supplies will no doubt cause considerable animation. 
Iu the absence of supplies of exports required for Europe the 
mount of operations has been small; there is an active de 
waud, however, for the principle articles, aud rates continue 
high.

FRANCE. 
Parts, April 24th, 1860. 

It is a very remarkable fact that while the Emperor and his 

Government are constantly proclaiming to the world that they 
have no desire to increase the French territory, there are very 
few of the Emperor's little transactions that do not somehow 
end in his getting (no doubt very much against his will, and in 
spite of his most strenuous efforts) a bit more of somebody 
cisc’s “slopes,” as he playfully terms the sides of the Alps. 
The last instance of that kind, and by which his magnanimous 
feelings must be deeply lacerated, is recorded in a despatch 
rom Cochin China announcing that Saigon would likely be the 
French capital of a large colony. The Cochin China expedi- 
tion was commenced with a very clearly expressed deter- 
mination of the French Government not to make any ter- 
ritorial acquisition in that country. 

The Suez Canal scheme has not yct been exploded, but the 
severe puffing system lately adopted leads to a suspicion that 
the views long ago expressed by the most eminent Engiish 
enginecrs are not far out, and that the undertaking must end in 
the ruin of all those who have embarked their whole fortunes in 
it. The following reminds ono very forcibly of the Earl of Ald- 
borough's renowned testimonial to the pills and ointment of a 
well-kuown “professor.” It is a translation of a letter said to 


have been sent to M. de Lesseps by the Emperor of Abyssinia,. 


on the 14th of the month Jahsas, 1852, after the birth of our 
Saviour, according to Ethiopian computation—thst is, 10th

From the com- 
mencement to the present time my mind has been attentive to 
the work you have in hand, and which will be a great joy for 
all the world ; and now that it is a settled thing, in the name of 
my country which I love, and in my own name, I offer you my 
thanks. Jn piercing the land of Suez, you are making a mutual 
union between our country and Europe. And so your name 
will not perish with you. Your work will make our country 
the granary of the West. And because it is so believe that I 
and my country love you. 
or other means, I pray the Saviour to assist you.” The letter 
is said to have been translated from the Ethiopian by M. 
Abbadie.

‘Lhe Moniteur announces that the legislative body has agreed 
to the contingent of 100,000 men for the present year, by 238 
against 6 votes. It scems that the Emperor has, therefore, 
what is called a “good working majority” in the French . 
Chamber. 

The Nord foolishly re asserts that “the hand of England” 
is at the bottom of the insurrections in Sicily, Switzerland, and 
Spain—as though England had nothing better to do than get 
up such washing-tub squabbles as those! 

The latest intelligence respecting the neutralised districts of 
Faucigny and Chabinis is, that the great powers are to agree to 
the following combination :—They are to come to an under- 
standing, in the ordinary lomatic course, as to the elabera- 
tion of a protocol destined to reserve the guarantecs claimed in 
favour of Switzerland, after which the representatives of the 
powers accredited at the Court of the Tuileries are to reccive 
the authorisation to sign this protocol, according to which 
France would make ulterior arrangements directly with Swit- 
zerland, The conference would, therefore, hold one sitting 
only, in which the basis of the direct arrangement between 
France and Switzerland would solely be sanctioned by Europe. 

The Putrie publishes the fulluwing paragraph communicated 
by Government :— 

“The Corstitutionnc, ina letter from Tur'n, dated the 11th, pubtishes 
the fillowing fact :—'Sir James Hudson, the Ivg'ish ambaseador, gives a

The paragraph 
will be read in every cafe and beer-shop iv Paris to-night, as 
meaning that the hh Government is acting in an under- 
hand way against Fiance or Piedmont, and cudeavouring to 
stir up rebellion at Naples. The French Government are 
able to make a good deal of capital out of the smallest tride. 

The Governments of England and France have, I am told 
issued almost uuifurm instructions to Lord Elgin aud Baron 
Gros, the envoys to China.

HOUSE OF COMMONS. 


Strate or THe Navy.—(20.) SirC. Napier again called attention to the 
unsatisfactory state of the Channel fleet and the naval reserve.— Lord C. 
Paget, with regard to the latter, said it increased by about 100 mena 
week ; and, with regard to the former, asserted that the gallant admiral's 
complaints were entirely unfounded, and deprecated a continuance of such 
discussions, as being calculated to pro-luce discontent among the men.—Mr. 
Hi. D. Seyuur urged the propriety of employing a large number of boys in 
the navy and the establishment of school ships.—Sir J. ELPHINSTONE joined 
in this recommendation.— Mr. T. G. Barina having snid « few words, the 
House went into committee of supply on Navy Es.imates, and passed several 
additional votes, after considerable discuss‘on. 


Curxa.—Tue Arustroxe Guy Barrentes—(24.) Mr, Parriion asked 
the Secretary of State fir War what were the resprctive dates of the en- 
barkation of the two Armstrong batt ries of the Royal Artillery for China 
of theirarrival at Alex:ndria ; of their disembarkation there ; and of their re- 
embarkation at Suz; whether there was any truth in the statement that 
the ainmunition was seriously damaged, if not entirely spoi'ed, owing to the 
defective arrangements on board the Himalaya ; and whether any steps 
had been taken in consequence t> ensure a sufficient supply of serviceable 
Forder by the time that the batteries could be required for actiun.—Mr. S. 

ERDERT 8.id he thought upon a previous occasion he had stated to the 
House what was the cause of the failure of the vessels intended to convey 
the troops to China who bad been despitched to Alexandria. Lord Elphin- 
stone had telegraphed a message prop: sing to send a ship to Suez to meet 
the Himalaya, 80 a8 to take :he 14th Dragoois; but the reply of the Go- 
vernment u: fortunately, from an accidental circumstance, did not reach him 
until he had éespatclied the 14th Dragoons. Lord E’phinstone then under- 
took to send another vessel, the Auckland, but he (Mr.S. Herber.) believed 
that that vessel Ir.ke down at Aden, and it retuned to Bombay. ‘The 
Peninsular ard Oriental Company were unab’e at the time to provide other 
vessels, Tho:e were accidents likely to occur on routes upon which it 
was necessary to have not'co before any intended operations could 
be underwsken. He would now rend the dates for which the hon, 
gentleman asked. The two batt-ries of autillery were embarked 
on board the Himaluya, at Soutuampton, on the 15th of January, 
and they reached Alexandria on the 20th January. The No. 1 battery dis 
embarked on the 11th and 12th February, The above battery, with three- 
fourths of her stores, left Suez on the 15th February, in the Berenice, which 
vessel arrived at Ceylon on the 15th March, in perfect security, The re- 
maining stores of this battery were despatched in the Siméa, on the 20th 
February. The second battery was disembarked from the J/imalaya on tle 
9th and 10th March, and wa erwards placed on board the Chersunese, 
at Suez, to be forwarded to its destination, The Chersonese sailed with it 
on the 15th April. The detention of the second batt ry, it would be 
observed, was considerable. With respect to the powder, Captain Milward, 
who commanded the second battery, said that on opening the limber boxes 
he found that the damp hid penetrated them, and had damaged the powder, 
but the fuses, which had been stowed in another part of the ship, were 
uninjured, The to al amount of ammunition sent out was 112 rounds per 
gun. A portion of this might be so damaged as to be useless, b:ta suffi- 
cient provision had been sent out to muke up the deficiency, including what 
had been sent out from Calcutta, independent of the ammunition already 


in China, which would probably amount altogether to 924 rounds for each gun 
of those batteries.

THE COMING WAR IN CHINA. 
"We appear to be threatened with disaster in China from pretty much the 
same causes which led to our misfortunes in the Crimea,—the ignorance or 
recklessness of those whose duty it is to select the proper times and seasons 
neces-ary for the success of cur expeditions. We will just state the admitted 
facts of the case, and leave our readers to draw their own conclu ions. The 
Times’ Correspondent, writing from Hong Kong on the 25th February, states 
that General Montautan had arrived there some days before, and had gone 
on to Shanghai ; another Own Correspondent of the same journal writes from 
Calcutta on the 8th March, and states that Sir Hope Grant had sailed from 
thence on the 20th of February. So that the French Commander-in-Chief 
had reached his post at Shanghai about the sime time as that at which the 
English General left Calcutta, and will therefore have to wait for his coad- 
jutor a: least three weeks, or more probib'y a month, How long both the 
Generals wil) have to wait for the Plenipotentiary, Lord Elgin, who, although 











his appointment was announced two months ago, has not, that we have heard. 
of, as yet left England, time will show.” The whole gist of Lord Elgin's 
a tack on Sir Michael seymour was, that by delaying the gunboats far beyond. 
the time at which they were ordered to be in the (iulf of Peechcelee the 
Admiral had prevented the expedi:ion from commencing operations carly in 
Apuil ; and, in fact, Lord Elzin considered the whole affair manquz because 
they had not been able to take the Taku forts at the mouth of the Peiho 
until the 3rd of May. And had it not been for a concurrence of fortunate 
events his lo-dship would have been perfectly correct in that opinion, But 
let us see further. The same Times’ Correspondent, writing from Calcutta 
on the 8th of March, siates “ that the stores were only then being shipped 
for China, and that no man who understood anything of the subject expected 
that it would be possible to commence operations before July.” Now let us 
consider what Mr. Lawrence Oliphant, whose most able work was compiled 
under the eye and by the directions of Lord Elgin (to whom he was private 
scretary), says as to the possibility of carrying on warlike operations in the 
North of China in July. In writing his diary at Tien Sing. in June and 
July, 1858, he distinctly says, that for all parposes cf aggression or nction, 
the season at which it wou'd be possible for troops to move must be con- 
sidered as closed with the month of June, if even it were possible that they 
could resist the heat so long. He tells us that at that time “the thermometer 
stood at from 90 dega. to 96 degs. in the co-lest part of the yamun” (house), 
which we may calculate would be about 130 degs. in the sun; that all the 
meetings between Lord Klginand the Chinese Commis-ioners which were 
held during the month of Juve necessarily took place late in the evening, as 
it was impossible to move during the day ; and that the Treaty, which was 
signed on the 26th of June, in a large, niry temple, dedicated to “ the 
oceanic influences,” was necessarily executed after dark by the ai of paper 
lanterns, *‘on account of the overpowering heat of the sun.” From all this 
we are led to suppose, and most devoutly to hope, that it forms no part of 
the plans of our Ministry to operate (thie year at least) on Pekin; and when 
we consider that the winter climate of that great capital is thoroughly 
Siberian, it will be evident that, with the exception of a very short period 
in autumn, the season at which we are now writing is the on/y one during 
which operations in Northern China could be carried on with any hope of 
success. We will then charitably anticipate that the intention is to wait 
until the summer heats are over, and then perhaps to seize Chusan (which 
we never should have abandoned), or to proceed up the Yang-tse-Kiang as 
far as Nankin, or probably (as that great city has long been in the hands of 
the rebels) even as fur as Han-Kow, which forms, with its adjoining cities 
Hang-yang and Wochang, the largest emporium of commerce in Central 
China, But if, contrary to every reasonable exrectation, all this valuable 
time has been lost, the intention still being to act on Pekin, and 80 expose 
our troops to all the additional sufering and destruction which a deadly 
season will necessarily produce—then we deliberately say that no punish- 
ment, no amount of public obloquy will be too great for those men who, for 
the second time, expose England to a catastrophe such as that at which 
horrified Europe stood aghast in 1855, and which produced unutterable 
misery in every hamlet and almost in every family in the kingdom.—(The 
writer of this article nppears to overlook the fact that General Montauban 
must wait the arrival of Baron Gros.—Kp. L, & C. B.]—Morning Advere 
ser. 














THE CHINA COOLIE TRADE. 


Another leader has appeared in the Thunderer on this subject, in which 
the writer taxes the slave emancipators with negligence in not bringing the 
matter to the notice of the Government, and thus instigating instructions to 
Lord Elgin to stop the traffic. After describing the operations of the dealers, 
with which our readers are familiar, it goes on to say :— The American cap- 
tains were bad enough, but the conduct of certain Von Carlovite, who re- 
presents the potent maritime State of Oldenburg, which may or may not have 
a seaport, but which has, it seems, a flag to disgrace, is related to us in terms 
which we dare not repeat without very ample verification. It seems certain, 
however, that he resisted the proceedings of the mandarins, and that some of 
the captives, in despair, cast themselves overboard and were drowned, when 
they bel‘eved that they were remitted to the hands of their Oldenburg mas- 
ters, At length he was driven off by the coolies themselves, who, directly 
they found they had any one to sympathise with them, threatened to cutthe 
throat of this ‘nobleman of the third class’ of, we suppose, the nobility of 
Oldenburg. Enough of these horrors, Slavery and slave-shipsare the same 
in all latitudes, and we all know what must happen wherever the trade is 
carried on, The on'y question is, ‘ What shall we do to stop it?’ It can- 
not be pursued on the coast of China. If America chooses to become a pirate 
State, and to make the stars and stripes in the Pearl River and in the 
Yang-tse what the black flag has been on the conat of Africa, she is a first-class 
Power, who has her responsi 8s, and we must be content, perhaps, to 
make clear to the Chinese the difference between her flag and that of the 
civilized nations of Europe, But if Kngland and France are united in the 
determination to keep pure the character of Rurope in those seas there can 
te no difficulty about the matter. The necessity has been pointed out long 
ago of establishing some authority over the ruffians and pirates who hoist 
these Oldenburg and Portuguese flags. When the Portuguese pirates were 
massacred three years since at Ningpo all the world agreed that they were 
rightly served. “Similar terrible occurrences will happen again, and with 
equal approbation, if these slavers are not brought under the jurisdiction of 
the consular body of every port. We may depend upon it that we shall 
neither trade nor treat with the Chinese while we are supposed by them to 
protect the slave-dealers who are kidnapping their sons.”

of flat fighting ground which intervene between the shores of the Pecheli 
Gulfand the suburbs of Pekin, and upon the old-fashioned walls which en- 
close the Imperia!

We 
have no difficulty with the people and very little cifficulty wih the mer- 
chants; whenever it shall have been made c'ear to the Mandarins at 
Pekin that our arm is long enou-h to reach them, we shall have no more 
difficulty with the Government. If it should be necessary for Lord Elgin 
and Baron Gros to go to Pekin, they will go there only to show that they 
ean go, and, having demonstrated this, they will never have occasion to 
go there again, Asa military operation it ought to be a mero prome- 
nade, It is the fashion to do everything now in a cumbrous, costly 
manner, and to make difficulies about the Ightest and most easy opera- 
tions; but it has been the common achievement of a small body of Euro- 
peans, from the time of Xenophon to that of Sir Hugh Rose, to march 
over great tracts of Asintic territory, and to scatter before them any given 
numbers of Asiatic soldiery, So far from there being any difficulty in 
marching these 120 miles, and dispersing these Tartars with their bows 
and arrows, and gingals and bamboo spears, the matter ought to be as 
easy asa march to Hounslow. Lord kigin, therefore, has abundant force 
to do all that he may wiscly determine to do. We hope that he will 
have the moral courage to use that force so far as it may be necessary to 
obtain the object of a lasting peace and the enjoyment of this nation’s 
rights; and we are sure that he will, as a merciful man and a Christian 
gentleman, stay the operation of this grent force at the earliest point 
where true mercy may be shown—that is, when the necessary impres- 
sion has been made, and pence has been secured. Will the Chinese 
fight? This is the question which all who tuke an interest in this ex- 
Pedition nre now asking. It is by no means impossible that Lord Elgin 
may Le relieved from the responsibility of tes-ing this probability, and 
may find hostilities going on upon his arrival. The French are not likely 
to send eighty pennin's round the Cape to execute a public Imperial 
menace, and to welcome them tack again with their mission unaccom- 
plished. It is scarcely to be conceived that the English and French can be 
20 thoroughly restrained, and that the Chinese can be so successfully taught 
to dissemble theie triumph, as that nothing shall be done to wipe out the 
effect of the disaster at ‘aku. But, so fur as the Chinese Government is 
concerned, there will certainly be no fighting if words can be made to 
do the work of blows. That the Chinese will send down commissioners 
from Pekin who will entirely disavow all that has been done since Lord 
Elgin was last in the China waters, that the ‘Tartar victory at Taku will 
be deplored as an untoward event, and that offers will be made to renew 
the treaty, we do not fur a moment doubt. Every promise and every 
procrastination that can be used t» stave off coerc’on until the force is at 
last of necessity withdrawn will be used. If Lord E'gin is only instructed 
to demand an apology for the amb::scade at the Peiho, there will be no diffi- 
culty about the matter. For this purpose no high officer and no very ex- 
pensive expedition wns required. The Emperor of China would give a 
hundred apologies, and at euch a cost would order a dozen more 
ambuscades. But, if Lord Elgin should be prepared to insist that all 
the stipulatiors of bis treaty shall be carried ont under his own eyes, it is 
by no means certsin that this expedition may not be able to report to us 
Practically as to the effect of the Armstrong gun. There has always been a 
strong old tory party in Pekin, which have been determined that they never 
would yield ; and since the Taku vi-tory they have advan-ed to the belief 
that they never can be made to yield. It is highly probable that, rather 
than yield anything but words, this party will block up the river aud defend 
Tien-tsin. In that case there will be a sharp sliort fight.at Tien-tsin, and the old 
Chinese tory will again disappear for a little interval, while the old Chi-ese 
whig—not a very progressive creature—takes up the diificulty The-e are 
the probabilities of t!.e case; and a'thouzh it is common!y said that in China 
everythirg happens in dircct contrad’ction toall antecedent probal ies, yet 
we feel very much inclined io predict that if Lord Elgin shail insist upon 
anything more than words, he will have io fight at Ties-tsin. Of course we 
can have no knowled.e of what Lord EI in’s instructions may be, except so 
far as Lord John Russell has told usin Parliament what policy he proposed 
to indicate to his ambassador. If Lord Elgin is going out only to bring 
back an apology and a ratified treaty, we are very sorry that go able a man 
should be sent upon such asleevelesserrand. But if Lord Elgin is going 
out to do what he himself must well know is necessary t» be done, then 
be has a great mission before him. It is vain to attempt t disguise 
plain truths in fire phrases. All we want of China is cheap tea in ex- 
change for cheap calicres, anJ, if it should so please them, silks in ex- 
change for opium. But our great desire is cheap tea and a market for 
calicoe:, Now, the E g'n trea'y gives us in an imperfect manner a road 
to bith these objects. Whenever we can establish our trade at Hankow, 
up the great China river. we can there buy our teas at fourpence a pound, 
and ean dispense our produce all over the empire. ‘There is no reason why, 
duty apart, the commoner teis should not be scld in onr London shops at nine- 
pence a-pound. To tiy. and sh'p our teas where they grow and to carry 
up our calicoes to where they can be sold are the only rational objects of a 
Chinese mission. If it should so happen that Lord i:lgin eh uld find him- 
self upon the wa'ls of Pekin - and we shall not th'nk mu h of the stabi.i y 
of a trea'y ratified elsewhere—he will then have something to give up. 
The resident ambassad r at Pekin witl then no longer be a poin: of honour. 
The entire and immedia e freedom of the great watery highway of China, 
with perhaps Chusan ta prote t the priv lege, wou'd be worth a hundred 
ambarad seat Pekin. We wish Lord Elgin godep-ed upon his journey, and 
we tell him frankly that we have more fear of his failing from dread of those he 
will leave behind him than from the opp»sition of those he has before him. He 
heard Lord Cowley two nights ago called home to endure a ridiculous 
assault, and he doubtless recollects similar attacks in his own case, ard per- 
haps anticipates others. But such things ae the conditions of serving a 
free nation. A public man in E: gland is not worth |:is salt if he has not 
manhovd enough to stick by his friends and strike hard at h's foes, and if he 
has no: resolution enough to carry out his own convictions of what is right 
and expedient, in defiance of any clamour that can be got up against him, I 
Lord Elgin does this matter well, he can afford to be well abused for his 
success.— Times.

But in our 
army, as well as our navy, every man is a volunteer, an’ th re is not ove 
who has not enlisted from preference, from a sense of fitness, or other 
reason of h's own. This army, the freest in the world, does also much more 
wok, for its numbers, th.n eny other army in the world ; is in the face of 
mote foes, encounters more risks, and has more actual exper ence of war, 
than any other army, It is spread through either hemisphere and in every 
zone ; iv Sringes eve.y continent and is ecattered through a hundred isles ; it 
is always on the ocean ; itis ever traversing some of the greatest rivers in 
the world; its hosts ascend some of the most fam us mountain ranges. 
Though the entire British army could be reviewed in the Champ ce Biars, 
yet, l.ke a drop of some brilliant and powerful dye in a large vase of water, 
it largely contributes to the aspect of all human affairs. Everywhere in 9 
few days’ sail you may reach the Bri flag ; everywhere its protection is 
within @ month's call, and in a few months more its substantial succour, or 
overwhelming vengeance, may be obta‘ne!]. The British sentry confronts 
trib-s of savaces and civ.lised empires. Thriftily meted out, as its efficacy 
permits and its paucity requires, it is here a solitary post, there a garrison of 
5,000 men. I's want of numbers is supplied by perpe:ual motion. Stare 
loco nexit. Itis here, there, and eve ywhere. As it cannot be always at 
hand, it must ever be in reach, and by double nc+ make one man do 
the work of two. Taking in the mass, and considering the serv'ce done, 
ours presents the largest fr. nt, and does most work, of all the armies that 
are now, or ever were, The Austrian army has not a soldi:r cut of Europe; 
France is choked with her own army at home, but has no other woik for it 
except the defence of her unprofitable position in Algeria and one or two 
small colonies. She is obliged to make work for her men at the expense of 
her neighbours. The Buitish Vilunteer Army and Navy evcircles the 
giobe. It is only by turning a terrestrial globe round and round and up and 
down that one can fully realise the extent of its position and the va tness of 
its ordinary work.

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THE HONG KONG PARLIAMENTARY PAPERS, 

After a vexatious and purposed delay, the papers relating to 
the now famous case of Mr, Caldwell, still Registrar-Gencral of 
Hong Kong, have been laid befure Parliament. Of the charges 
against this person, and of the evidence in support of them» 
we learn little moro than we know already from Mr. Anstcy’s 
pamphlets, and the report of the trial of the Queen v. Tarrant, 
in which a jury, by their acquittal of Mr. Tarrant for libel, con- 
victed the administration of Sir John Bowring of the wilful 
destruction of evidence, for the purpose of concealing Mr, Cald- 
well’s guilt. What, however, we do Iearn from these papers 
are the grounds on which Sir John Bowring vindicates his con- 
duct in supporting Dr. Bridges for supporting Mr. Caldwell, and 
on which the late Colonial Secretary relied for supporting Sir 
Jobn Bowring. We can sce cach link of the chain by which 
the convict pirate Machow-Wong, in his dungcon at Labuan, is 
connected with the occupants of Downing-strect. 

On the 9th August, 1858, Sir John Bowring writes to Sir 
Bulwer Lytton a despatch of sixteen pages, announcing his sus- 
pension of Mr. Anstey from the oflice of Attorney-General, and 
requesting that this suspension may be confirmed. He says 
of Mr. Anstey —“ No one can be more sensible than I am of 
his unparalleled activity, his intellectual resources, his 


readiness and acuteness, and his varied knowledge of history ; 


and laws; but when these great gifts are applied, as they 
have been, to fomenting discord in a small community, the 
mischief becomes intelcrable, and must be abated.” The 
ex-Governor of Hong Kong makes every possible accusation 
against Mr. Anstey, but with strange fatuity, he appears 
careful to rest his case against Mr. Anstey upon his pro- 
ceedings in exposure of Mr. Caldwell, And that part of Mr. 
Austey’s proceedings in this matter which he selects for his 
greatest display of indignation is—his venturing to find fault 
with the destruction of Machow-Wong’s papers. But we must 
allow Sir John to speak for himself, from the 48th page of the 
Blue Book :— 

“Mr, Mongan’s chief Chine e teacher, finding these books an encum- 
brance to a not very ln'ge office, d to him either th-ir removal, or, if 
they were not further want.d, their destruction ; Afr, Afen ax therefore came 
to me, and I sent him to the Acting Colonial Sceretary, to receive any tn- 
structions. He accordingly proceeded to the Acting Culouial Secretary, and 
very few words appear to have pissed betw ea them, vpon what cou'd at 
that time have been considered by either of them the mode of dealing with 
a great mass of Chinese papers, which had lost all importance, and were 
destitute of even any intere-t, Machow-Wong being in gaol, ard no other 
party at this (ime mentioned in counection with them. Mr. Mongan did 
not report to me the result of his conversation with the Acting Colonial 
Secretary, but acted by his advice and burnt the books forthwith, I heard 
nothing further whatsoever from any ene on the subject until after the Cald- 
well commission had commenced its sitiings, and then, to my surprise and 
regret, I learnt what had taken place. In thus expressing myself, I do not 
attribute blame either to Mr. Bridges:r Mr. Mongan, for it was iinpossihle 
that they ov any one else could, in tie month of March, hive supposed Cat 
the Allornes-Gencral would, in the followiag May, briny lonilormant 
chargs against the Recistrar-General, and fa-ten upon the destruction of 
these books as n means for further extending his incriminations, but if con- 
sulted, I should have d:s'red all the documents to be restored to the custody 
of those who had the ordinary ckarge of such deeuments, I have on'y to 
add to this long episod, that up to the time of the r destruction in March, 
tt wis never hinted to me or the Acting Colonal Secretary that Mr. Cald- 
acell’s nome was in any way implicated with these books, and no one has ever 
even suggested that Nr, Caldwell was consulted about, or knew, that they 
had ben burnt. Upon th’s state of facts I leave you to form your own 
opinion as to the conduct of an Attorney-Gereral, appearing only asa witness, 
who ventures to advise the commission to apply against Mr. Caldwell the 
maxim, “ Omnia precsumuntur contra spoli:torem,” and most unjustifitbly 
insinuat 8 that these b:oks (now inascessible for condemnation or defence) 
con‘ained damning ; roofa of Mr. Caldwell’s guilt, there not being a tittle of 
evidence to support such a presumption; and then, because other 


























gentlemen, without Mr. Caldwell’s knowledge, had put these books 
ont of the reach of the commission, that body who naturally would respect 
the law laid down by the law adviser of the Crown, are to find, as proved 
agiinst Mr. Caldwell, anything which the malice or ingenuity of his enemies 
can invent or suggest. This portion of the case alone convinces me, and 
must I think be equally full of conviction to you, sir, that her Majesty's 
service cannot be honourably served by a law officer who cau think and spe k 
as Mr. Anstey has done in this instance.” 

One might as well attempt to write a description of every 
one of the contending animalculs discoverable by the microscope 
in a drop of putrid water, as to analyse thoroughly this 
single passage from Sir John Bowring’s despatch. Our space 
limits our observations. He tells us that the destruc- 
tion of the books having been suggested to Mr. Mongan, Mre 
Mongan came to him, and he sent him to Dr. Bridges to receive 
instructions. Twelve lines further down he declares that if he 
had been consulted he should have desired “add the documents 
to be restored to the custody of those who had the ordinary 
charge of such documents.” Why, he was consulted and de- 
clined to give any iustructions, except to obey the orders of Dr. 
Bridges ; aud after telling this, he goes on to say what he would 
have done if he had been consulted. This, however, is a trifle ; 
the main gist of his statement is the impossibility of any one sup- 
posing thatthe books of the pirate could contain evidenceaffecting, 
Mr. Caldwell. They were burnt in March, the Attorney-General 
brought long-dormant charges against the Registrar-General in 
May. How could such a contingency have possibly been fore- 
seen? Sir Johv Bowring, however, invariably betrays himself 
in his speech. “Long-dormant charges!” Then there were 
such charges known to exist long before the evidence was de- 
stroyed, although supposed to be in a somnolent condition. 
Did Sir John really believe that Mr. Anstey had gone to sleep ? 
for this is what his words imply. We are afraid he never 
enjoyed the comfort of this reflection for a single moment. 
This adjective, “long-dormant,” is introduced to protect himself 
against a charge of falschood in asserting the impossibility of 
supposing that the contents of the books of Machow-Wong 
could affect the character of Mr. Caldwell. He could not deny 
there were such charges, but then they were asleep ; who, in 
the name of official peace and quict, could suppose that they 
would ever wake up? Setting aside Sir John Bowring’s meta- 
phors, the fact he states is that he knew of such charges. We 
will now sce what he knew of them, and also what Dr. Bridges 
knew, The papers were burnt in March, 1858, On the 8th 
July, 1857, Mr. Anstey requested that certain officcrs of the 
Government should be called upon to state in writing what 
they knew of Machow-Wong. Mr. Caldwell was asked among 
the rest. He stated that “with regard to the connection of 
Machow-Wong with pirates, I am totally ignorant, nor do I 
believe, that any such intercourse ever existed.” Again: “In 
nearly every case of information against pirates which I have 
had anything to do with, he has been my secret informer.” But 
Mr. May, the Superintendent of Police, deposed as follows :— 
(See pages 71 and 72.) 

“T have had a knowledge of Wong Akce for at least ten year:, and om 
numerous occasions during that time have discovered the influence which he 
exercised upon the cases of piracy erpecia ly, but also on cases of local crime 
coming under the interference of police. ‘his influence was not openly ex- 
hib ted, becaus: then it might hare been met and combated ; but there was 
nevertheless sufficient to show from what quar‘er the adverse interest came 5 
and this led me to have @ etrong and openly-expressed dis‘ ike to Wong 
Akee, which I made known to h‘s patron Nr, Caldwell.” 

And again :— 

« He engaged deeply in emigration to California and purchased two Eng- 
lish ships ; the Potomuc was oue; this Intter ve-sel was confiscated at San 
Francisco for excess of pas engers, and this notwithstand ng that between 
100 and 2U0 passengcrs were landed alter payment of passage, at one of the 
islands outsile the harbour, In 1353 he fitted out an expedition against 
a district city of Nam-tow, in which, however, he was defeated, the 
Chinese authorities discovering it before the ‘ braves’ assembled ; in conse- 
quence of this, he cannct visit his native place. Wong Akce is stated to 
have a close interest in the pirate chiefs known ‘as Luk-i, Po-pak-shing, 
Shang-toong-wai, Tai-fai-oot, Mo-mee-ma, and others, Of those named, the 
first, Luk-i, was captured by one of het Majesty's ships near Shanghai, at 
the end of the year 1856, and was with his crew handed over to the Chinese 
authorities, In reference to the second named, Po-pak-shing, in January 
1857, two large heavily-armed boats were pointed out to the police by some: 
of the inhabitants ; they were lying off the central part of tho town; and 
it was said by, I think, Mr. Scarth, that he had seen some signals by lights 
during the night from these boats ; the boats were seized, and by direction of 
Mr. Mercer, Mr. Grandpré referted to Mr. Caldwell for the characters of the- 
boats, Mr. Caldwell went on board, made inquiry, and in consequence of 
his expressed report that they were honest traders, the Loats were released. 
Afterwards a char.e was maie by a Poituguese, whose vessel had been. 
taken by pira‘es, that the said two vessels were two of the pirates; they 
were again seized. Po-pak-shing, celebrated as a pirn'e chief, was appre- 
hended on board, and he and his crew and boats positively identified ; ulti- 
mately the complainant disappeared, having been bought off; this latter 
obtained reliable evidence of at the time.” 
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And again : 
F & A peculiarity about all the cases so mentioned, and numerous others, is 
that Mr. Stace, who is Wong Akee’s attorney, has appeared for the pri- 
soners, and that Mr. Caldwell has exhibited an interest in the matter by ap- 
pearing at the court.” 

And again :— 

“ Wong Akee has been appretented, and his hous:s searched, the books 
ing scired ; amongst the lattr are some pupers in Mr. 
ng, sowing Usit hs his taken a direct intercst in tie bu- 
sincss of Wong Akee. There ave a'so entri's tn Chinese of monies re- 
ceived from or for Afr. Caldwell, amsunt.ng, in one account, to 600 
dollars.” 

Mr. May’s letter is dated July, 1857, and was addressed to 
Dr. Bridges, who in March, 1859, ordered Machow-Wong’s 
papers to be burnt. Dr. Bridges attached a memorandum at 
the time to Mr. May’s letter, to the effect that it did “not con- 
tain one syllable of reliable information,” but showed “a very 
strong prejudice on Mr. May’s part against Mr. Caldwell.” Yet 
Sir John Bowring states, in the extract above given from his 
despatch to Sir Bulwer Lytton, that “up to the time of the 
destruction of the documents in March [1858] it was xever 
hinted to me or the Acting Colonial Secretary that Mr. Caldwell’s 
name was in any way implicated in these books.” We will not 
soil our pages with the only word that can adcquately describe 
such conduct. We have sacrificed much space in order to place 
before our readers irrefutable proof of its true nature. It was 
not necessary to convince ourselves of the character of Sir John 
Bowring’s statements, for he also tells Sir Bulwer Lytton that the 
papers had lost all importance, “no other party being at this 
time mentioned in connection with them.” But besides the 
statement of Mr. May, there is that of Mr. Inglis, July 14, 1857, 
who states, “ With respect to the character of Matso-Wong I 
can safely say it is the most notorious in the colony ; a parallel 











to that of Jonathan Wild as nearly as circumstances will permit.” | 
Dr. Bridges again has a memorandum on this report ; he finds j 


fault with its “ poctical colouring,” and says he cannot advise 
“his Excellency to attach any credit to it.” 

The documents we have quoted, together with the Report of 
the Caldwell Commission, of which more presently, aud the 
report of the trial of the Queen v. Tarrant, were in the posses- 
sion of Sir E. Bulwer Lytton when, on March 17, 1859, he 
replied to Sir John Bowring’s despatch of August 9, 1858, and, 
as requested, confirmed the suspension of Mr. Anstey. We 
shall extract but one line from the ex-colonial-Secretary’s 
despatch :—“ The (Caldwell) Commission reported that some 
portion of the charges (comparatively unimportant) was 
proved.” These “ comparatively unimportant” charges are as 
follows :—(See Report of Caldwell Commission, p. 37.) 

“That with regard to charge 6, a long and intimate connection betseen 
Mr. Caldwell and Ma-chow-wong has been proved, but that there is no proof 
of any connec ion by affinity, a:co:ding to Chinese law or custom, ‘That 
with regard to charge 7, it is proved that Mr. Caldwell has been in the 
habit, on Ma-chow. wong’s unsuppor ed information, of arresting peracns, but 
that there is no evidence as to his confiscating or restoring property. Thatas 
regards charge 8, there is no evidence of any conn vances or procurements 
of Ar. Caldwell ; but that it is manifest that the Chinese are very uve se to 
Bive evidence against him, That as to charge 9, it bas been proved that 
Mr. Caldwell aided in the acceptance of Sze-kai, his former servant, as bal 
for Ma-chow-wong, and that Sze-kai had been imprisoned for debt for a few 
days a stort time previously, That wih reference to charge 11, a 
partnership with Ma-chow-wong, in alorch), is proved, and, in fact, admitted 
by Mr. Caldwe'l, but that the e is no evidence «s to payments to Mr. Cald- 
well out of the produce of plunder made at ser. That of the facts stated in 
charge 13, of the release of the men upon Mr. Caldwell’s representation 
as to their character, ti:ere is no doubt whatever ; and that it appears incom- 
peensible how any person, with Mr, Caldwe'l's knowledge of the Chinese 

nguage, and holding the appointment he did, could have been ignorant of 
the character of the boa s in which the men were scizzd, and that one at least 
of these men was a notorious pirate, particularly as it is in evidence that 
Ma-chow-wrong was connected wi.h the boats.” 

The expression, “comparatively unimportant,” applied to 
such conduct on the part of a justice of the peace, testifies to 
the hollowness of the now forfeited pledge of the Colonial- 
office that the appointment of a new Governor of Hong Kong 
should be the occasion for a searching inquiry into abuses 
which had at length been spoken of in Parliament, after having 
become a public scandal in the land. What, indced, could any 
new Governor do with these words before his eyes? It is 
now palpable that the pretence of inquiry at Hong Hong 
was resorted to in ordcr to stop that demand for inquiry 
in England which was beginning to make itself heard, and 
which, we rejoice to hear, will make itsclf heard again in con- 
nection with the presentation of these papers to Parliament. 
One word to those intending to act in this matter. The evil in 
Hong Kong is but a ramification of the evil, the root of which 
is in Downing-strect. Mr. Caldwell protects Machow-Wong, 








Dr. Bridges protects Mr. Caldwell, Sir John Bowring protects 
Dr. Bridges, Sir E. B, Lytton protects Sir John Bowring, and 
the Government of which Sir E. B. Lytton was a member was 
afraid of Lord Palmerston. We know, upon the very best 
authority, that a consideration which weighed with the Govern- 
ment of Lord Derby in deciding upon the course which they 
should take in reference to the unutterably infamous adminis- 
tration of Hong Kong by Sir John Bowring, was a dread of 
being charged with taking the pretext of the Caldwell case 
to punish him for the bombardment of Canton! Considera- 
tions such as these open a ficld for reflection too vast 
for us to center upon at present. We have only 
to repeat, let every effort be made to bring before Par. 
liament and the Crown that conduct of Sccretaries of 
State by which impunity is granted to the confederacy of 
British magistrates with piratcs, and punishment awarded to 
the denouncers of these monstrous practices, on such charges 
as “ fomenting discord in a small community.” 

We urge this for the sake of Eugland, but we also urge 
prompt action on account of pressing circumstances at Hong 
Kong. The last mail brought news of proceedings against o 
Chinese, Tam Achoy, and a British subject, Captain Baker, for 
piracy, of their having pleaded guilty, but not having been 
punished, because they were able to plead the connivance of 
j the authorities, the China Muil stating that “the affidavits 
; leave the matter in a very dubious and suspicious light as re- 
gards Mr. Caldwell.” When these Parliamentary papers reach 
| Hong Kong, detailing, as they do, tho obstinate denial of the 
most necessary justice, by successive colonial secretaries, the 
next batch of pirates who are brought to trial will be able to 
plead the connivance not only of Mr. Caldwell, but of Sir 
| Bulwer Lytton and the Duke of Newcastle. 


THE OPENING OF THE WESTERN FRONTIER 
OF CHINA. 

The project which we have noticed in previous issues, to 
open up a communication on the western frontier of China, in- 
creases in interest, and scveral leading articles have been de- 
voted to the subject by the London and provincial press. The 
Mlustrated London News has engraved a map from an original, 
in possession of Captain Sprye, who has been many years in 
Pegue and Burmah in the Company’s service, and first called the 
attention of our Government to the subject, but the attention 
he has received has been conducted in the usual mode of cir- 
cumlocution, one office referring to another, &c. It is scldom 
that British merchants have to thank Government for affording 
the means of opening up new channels of trade, but, on tho 
contrary, it is often found to be the great and only stumbling- 
Dlock in the way. If the intended market is at a distance like 
China, the chance, of course, becomes considerably lessened, 
and so long as our Sccretarics of State shall have the nominak 
charge of the whole of our foreign relations, it is not to be ex- 
pected that any improvement will take place, the intricate 
questions which constantly arise in connection with countries 
with which we have relations being at all times calculated to ex- 
elude attention to any new opening which may present, and in 
this manner many of the best interests of this country are 
shamefully neglected. We wish the scheme of Captain Sprye 
all sucecss, but the only practical way to procure it is by 
forming a company ready to carry out the object; and when 
Government sces that plans are put in train, they are likely to 
grant the necessary protection, and instruct our ambassador on 
the spot to give effect to the same, An opportunity now pre- 
sents itself in the second mission of Lord Elgin, which should 
on no account be lost, for it becomes every day more apparent 
that we cannot be confined to the coasting ports of China, es- 
pecially as there are good grounds for believing that the French 
occupation of Cochin China is intended as the basis of opera- 
tions for intriguing with the King of Burmah, which may lead 
to an opening into China, 

The city of Tong-ho, in British Pegue, is already in tele- 
graphic connection with Rangoon and Calcutta; the distance 
from thence to Esmok is only about 300 miles. From Esmok 
the line can be carried down the valley of the Pearl river to 
Canton, along which it is stated good roads are in existence. 
Considerable difticultics would, no doubt, exist in devising means 
for protecting the line ; but the plan once entered upon through 
Lord Elgin and the Chinese Government, the remainder would 
be a mere matter of detail. First impressions, of course, would 
suggest that the natives would be continually robbing the wire. 
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The New York Herald has the following on late events in 
China :— 

* Lord Palmerston recently declared in the House of Commons that if the 
English Minister to China, Mr. Bruce, had submitted to half the indignities 
which were put upon the American Commissioner in his visit to Pekin, he 
swould have deserved to have be-n disgraced and removed from his post. The 
London journals have been ta king for some time yast in the same strain of 
all our proceedings in the Eat, The truth is, that the English are jeslous 
of the footing that Amer‘cans have obtained in China and Japin. Instead 
of being grateful for the good offices that our representatives render them, 
they repay them by misrepresenting their conduct. Mr. Ward submitted to 
no indignities in his visit to Pekin. He went in the fashion, and acco ding 
tothe forms, understood by the Chinese to be suitable to the dig:.ity of an 
Ambas:ador. He showed his good sense by a compliance with their usages 
as far as ws consis‘ent with lis own notions of propriety. If, instead of 
making this unwarranable attack on Mr. Ward, L rd Palm-reton kad 
acknowledged the obligations which British diplomacy was under to our 
Minia‘er in Japan—obligations per-onally acknowledg d by Queen Victoria 
by a present of a gold snuft-bor to that gentleman—he would have been 
eetting an example which might have fu ther benefic‘al effects on Lritish 
interests in countries in which Eritish arrogance has evo!.ed hostility and 
hatred.” *

We believe that this is the first diplomatic ap- 
poiutment of Mr. H. B. Loch, as a'so of the Hon, J. F. Stuart Wortley, a 
son of the late Solic:tor-Ge..eral, and former'y Record:r of the City of 
London.

The substance of 
the bill is as follows :—Secticn 1 provides that no citizen of the Un'ted 
States or resident shall, as master, factor, owncr, ot otherwise,build, fir, equip, 
load, or prepare any ship cr vessel for the purpose of procuring from China or 
elsewhere the inhalitants or subjects of China known as coolies, to be 
transported to any forvign country to be disposed of a.ainst their wills for 
any term of years as servants or apprentices, to be held to labour or se:- 
Vice, on penalty of for‘eiture of the vessel, apparel, &c. Section 2 provides 
penalties for eo buiding, &e,, or mannfacturing, as owner, master, fa:tor, 
agent, or otherwise, and also provides fenaltivs for so building, &c., or na. 
vigating, as owner, master, factor, agent, or otherwise, any vessel belonging 
in whole or in part to citizens of the United States, or represented or en- 
rolled in the United States, knowing or intending that the said sh'p shall be 
employed in such trade. The penalties are fine and imprisonment. Sec- 
tion 3 provides penaities for taking on board or tran porting coolies. Sec- 
tion 4 excludes from the operation of the Act voluntary emigration, but pro- 
vides for consular certifi ares to be given for emigrants, Section 5 extends 
the Acts of February, 1847, and Ma:ch, 1849, concerning carriage of pis. 
sengers in merchant vessels, to any passeng-r vessels from one forcign p rt 
to another foreign port, Section 6 authorises the Tresident to or er Ame- 
. Tican Vessels to be examined, upon cause of suspicion, by the ships of the 
United States, and, on proof of the violation of the law, to be carred into 
pert for ad'udi.ation. Section 7 provides that tle Act shall take eect 
cu the day of its passage. 





















































Wuat Rasan Brooks pr rm Borszo.—We extract the following from 
Once a Weel: :—-Brooke did everything pos-ible for the protection and en- 
couragement of indus ry; and there he stopped. He did not want the 
people to enrich h’m ; and le left them free to choose whether to enrich 
themselves, He clastised thzir piratical enemies, and made their rivers 
safe, and promoted trading; but, asthe Dyaks are not fond of labour, be 
acquiesced in their tastes, and countenanced the native arrangement by 
which the Chinese i rants did the bard work, and the Dyaks enjoyed 
their ease and dignity. “‘My Dyaka are gentlemen,” was in h‘s mind 
amidst the provisions of his government, as well as inc nversation with Ku- 
ropeans. Iu like marner he encouraged these gentlemen clients of hia to 
discuss the rules and methods of justice, law, and executive government, 
They decided on the institution of courts of justice; they held counsel on 
new laws; and they distributed the offices of government, under his sanc- 
tion. His advice ani information were always at their disposal; but they 
hid t> ask for one and theother. In the coolness of the morning, he was 
alway. to be found on a public walk by the river side, where he could be 
consulted by all comers; and many a time did midnizht overtake some group 
of which Brooke was the centre, gravely diseussing the affairs of the com- 
menwealth, or speculating on the great ques.ions which interest men of all 
ress in a'l ages, or na:rating the facts of European or Eastern life. 

Tus Japanese 1x Catironsta.— The Mew Yo.k Herald announces the 
arrival at San Francisco of te Japanes+ steamer Candinmarruh. Their 
correspondent, writing fiom San Francisco on the 20th ult., aa “We 
visited the ship yesterday, on her arrival, and were there introduced'to Captain 
Brooke and M-. Kern, from whom we obtained many interesting details of 
the passage. This is one of the several steamers coniposit g the Japanese 
navy. She is the first one that has left the c unt-y for a foreign port, and 
perhaps would not bave been allowed to come except ‘that the two above- 
mentioned officers happened to be in Yokahama to attend them. The ex- 
press object is to await the arrival here of the Mowhxlun, when she, 
will at once return to report the safe arrival of the Ambass dors and suite. 
The Japanese tailors are a fait in all the usual work pertaining to the 
duties of seafaring life, ‘The science of nav'ga ion is thoroughly understood 
among the officers, who learned it from the Dutch, at the school at Naga- 
saki. The instruments are of Dutch ad English manufacture. They had 
two chronometers of English make. The ship is worked, in all respe.ts, 
like those of the Dutch.’ At the date on which the correspondent writes 
f.om San Francisco the Japanese Embassy had not orrived in the Por. 
halt in. 

Hampuro Cornesroxpssce—There is an old adage that Scote’:men and 
tats are to be found all over the globe. In this city we are accustomed to 
add, “and Hamburgers,” for wherever a new branch of trade or anew 
field for mercantile enterprise is opened, there are always energetic young 
merchants of this city to be found ready to establish themselves there with 
a view of opening direct mercantile relations with Hamburg. And this is 
one of the principal explanations of the fact t'at Hamburg is enatled to 
cary cn such an extensive commerce with every country on the face of the 
globe, It is only a few monshs since I told you that a house in this city had 
sent two of their young men to cateblish a filial on the Amoor, and now I 
have to record the arrival of two young Hamburzers of the name of @. , 
belonging to one of our patrician’ famil es, at Nagasaki, in Japan, with the 
intention of establishing a hovse of business in that pot, and opening a 
direct trade between Japan and Hamburg. The Cesaroritech, Capt. Jorjan, 
and the San Francisco, Capt. Stortebecker, both from th's port to the Amoor, 
have arrived safey, the former at Valparaiso, the latter at Taleahuano, in 
Chili, and were about to proceed to their destination according to letters 
reezived here by the Liet mail from South America. 

Tue Ovennasp Passenoens tn Eovpr.—On the principle that the Eng. 
Vsh have the largest share of the good things in the East, it falis to their 
lot to bear the brunt of all offenc s committed by foreigners, as we recently 
had occasion to noe in connection with the outrageous couduct on the part 
of the m-reantile community in Japan. A statement his appeared from & 
correspondent of the Times, detailing some cisgraceful proce2iings on the 
part of some of the passengers from Iombay and Au-trilin; the statement 
is dated from Cairo, 8th Aprii, and is as follows :—'‘ On the nightof the 4th 
a most disgraceful scene eccurred in the Great Mosque, in the citadel, which 
has led to the closing of the Mosque of Cairo against Kuropeans. The 
Indian and Australi n travel'era, cn their way through Cairo to Suez, took 
the opportunity of visiting the Great Mosque, b:i't by the late Viceroy No- 
hammed Aalee. During the Rumadan it is illuminated, and being the an- 
niver-ary of the death of the founder, who li-s inte'red there, his so2, the 
now Viceroy, was pr-sent in state. Some of our countrymen, havirg pre- 
viously indulged in ‘ po a-ions pottle deep,’ p ezen-ed themselves at the docr 
of the mosque in anything but a state of sobriety, and having be n admit -d 
with every possible courtesy, repaid it, first by ob reding themse'ves into the 
vicerezal circle, where they amused themselves ly mimicking the dervishes 
and others who were performing the rites of their reli.ion around the tomb 
of the founder, and thin preceeding to demonstrate, by all menns in their 
power, their contempt for Moslem religions observances, This natura‘ly 
incensed the e:ngregation, and that to such an extent as to attract the atten- 
tion of the viceroy, who sent his equerry, Mohammed Beg, to ex ostulate, 
and request them to remember they were in a place dedicated to the service 
of God, and that they onght either to b-have with becoming decency and 
propriety, or withdraw, as the viceroy could not otherwise beansweralile for 
the excited fanaticism of hs subjects. His recommendation was insolently 
disreg:rded, and, the irritation assuming a threatening aspect, Mohammed 
Beg was obliged to surround the p:rty by cava-ses, in order ut on:e to pro- 
tect and get them out of the mosque. We forbear, for obvious reasons, to 
mention the names of these travelle.s who thus outraged public opinion, and 
insulted in the presence of the viceroy the mes ory of hia tather and te re- 
ligien which he professes. We regret to edd thatan English lady (!) was 
foreniost in this disgraceful atti'r. We may take th’s opportunity of ob- 
serving that the conduct of the Indian cadets cannot be otherwise designated 
than as +ys‘enatically disgraceful in their passage through Egypt. and has 
become a matter of serious complaint and representation to the British au- 
thoriti sin Ezypt. From the moment they land tiey commence a system 
of outrage from the railway stati n in Alexandria, to their artival in Cairo, 
where they issue forth a'med with sticks in gangs ty c mmit disturbances, 
which they continue until their embarcation at Suez. It is sincere'y to be 
trustel, fur the mairtenance of the reputat on of the British character, that 
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the Indian authorities in London will in ist on decorous conduct in future, 
and enforce it under the penalty of forfeiture of the commissivn which they 
disgrace, in the first case of misbeha.io.r that may be represented home by 
the British authority here.” A letter appears in this day's Times denying 
that the passengers were for Australia.

THE CHINA EXPEDITION. 

It has been generally supposed that the official negligence iu 
connection with the despatch of the Armstrong guns and artil- 
lerymen by the Himalaya was attributable to the Indian Go- 
vernment ; it appears, however, that they did not receive the 
intelligence in time to make it possible fur them to provide the 
means of transport. After a considerable delay, Messrs. Newall 
& Co.’s steamer Zinperatriz was chartered to convey the guns 
and ammunition, aud artillerymen, but owing to her decks 
having been taken up, and the vessel otherwise fitted for laying 
the Red Sea ‘Telegraph—aud consequently unfitted for carrying 
troops—she would be a considerable time preparing, as no 
efficient workmen could be found at Suez. By private advices 
we learn that she would not leave that place until the loth 
inst. An extract appeared in tlie Times, stating that the 
powder and other stores had been damaged from salt water on 
board the Miralaya; this has been contradicted, however, but 
as there may be some truth in it, we give the statement :— 

“A letter dated ‘P. and 0. ship Precursor, Suez, March 20th,’ contains 
the following paragraph :—‘ You will be sorry to hear that the whole of our

By the mail from India just arrived we learn that General Minsfield 
went to Bombay to aaait final orders, and that ‘he did not d cl ne to go to 
China, as reported, but simply pointed out certain inconveniences which his 
s-lect'on as second in command might occasion. If the Commander-in-Ciie’, 
or rather in this case the Cabinet, alhere to the original plan, he will join 
hia command in excellent time.’ ” 

Nothing has transpired since our last in reference to the re- 
giments from India, and no further movements in this country 
have to be announced. The ship Clara is loading military 
Stores, and will shortly sail for Hong Kong. 








It is understood that when the Zuryalus is completed she will proceed on 
a cruise to the Brazils, and perhaps to China, to affurd the young Prince 
Alfred an opportunity of visiting distant regions, 

We are sorry to learn (says the Times) that the rnmours are well 
founded which have been for some in circulation, to the eff ct that the exa- 
mination papers proposed to candidates for military appointments have been 
surreptitiously obtained by some of the candidates in anticipation of the 
examination. The result has been that the whole examination has been 
vitiated by this discovery, that the exercises of the candidates have been 
cancelled, and that a new examination will at once begin. 

The office of principal medical officer at Fort Pitt Hospita', Chatham, 
rendered vacant by the appointment of Inspector-General J. RK. Taylor, C.B., 
to the head of the invalid establishm-nt and sauatorium formed at the Cape 
of Good Hope for the troops from China, has been conferred upon Deputy 
Inspector-General T, D, Hum-, M.D., late the head of the medical staff at 
Cork. 

The Forte, 51, screw, Captain E. Turnour, flag ship of Admiral Kep;el, 
has been plac:d in No. 7 Dock, at Portsmouth, aud a porzin of her copper 
stripped off for the purpose of discover'ng and remedying the leak in her 
steru. Hercrew have been birthed on board a huik in the ha:bour while 
she is in deck. 

Deputy Inspector-General T. D. Hume, M.D., who has been appointed 
princ'pal medical otticer at Chatham, in succession to Inspoctor-General 
J. R. Tay'or, C.B., who is under orders to proceed to the Cape of Cicod 
Hope, commer ced his duties at Fort Pitt Hospital this week. 

The screw ete rm sloop Surprise, 4, Captain Lord Kdward Cecil, now strip- 
ping in the basin at the Devonport dockyard, arrived from China on the 
12th inst., at Plymouth, 


The Lords of the Adm’ralty have ordered the Ti.comalec, 
brought up from the reserve in ordinary at Chatham, and taken i 


in order to be fitted as a training ship for the Naval Coast Volunteers at 
Newcastle and Sunderland. As soon as the Trincom ee is completed she 
will be sent round to the Tyne, where she will be stationed. 


The Arctivsa, 50, was on Tuesday br ught up from Chatham harb-ur, 
to be taken in o tite dock vacated on the previous day by the line-of-battle 
screw steamer Rodney, 91. Tne Aret'nse is to be considerably lengthened, 
in order to be converted into a 51-gun screw frigate. 

The Aliatross, 12, one of the old class of sailing sloogs, wi'l go into the 
dock at Chathan vacated by the J/%orer gunboat, where she will be 
broken up. 

A case of open mut’ny has occurre’ on board Her Majesty's ship Edgar, 
in consequence of she crew not obtaining leave, which they considered had 
been unreasonably delayed, but it appears to have been in consequence of 
the non-return of a portion of their company then on shore. Several of the 
delinquents have been sentenced to twelve months’ imp isonment in Win- 
chester gaol, andthe court is now engaged in the investigation of chirges 
against other offenders, 

Oa the 22nd inst., while operations were in prozress for removing the boilers 
from her Majesty's ship Roya! Aib-rt, the tackle broke and deposited one 
of the boilers weighing twenty-eight tons on the deck, smashing thy planke, 
one of the beams, and several of the carlings. It was fortunately jammed, 
however, in the hitchway. and thus sived the lives of some twenty sbip- 
wrights who were at work below. Another accident of a similar nature 
t ok place in hoisting the naw boilers. 


The Hatering stozeship, with Armstrong guns and other stores, fur 
Hong Kong, which got on shore off the Hatta, in Plymouth Sound, was got

The following, in reference to the, Afe!ourne screw s‘eamer, appeared in the 
Times, signed James Thompson :—“ In the extract of tie lett-r from one of 
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the military officers on board, furnished by y. ur correspondent, he states, 
under date of the 17th of February (twelve days afier leaving St. Vincen ), 
that s stoppaze occurred, ‘after which it gradual'y dawned upon us how 
thankful we should be that bursting boilers had not yet blown us into 
eternity.’ I do not wish to impute delibera‘e malice to this gentleman, 
whoever he may be, but I can hardly be wrong in expressing the wish that 
he had been more accurate in ascertaining the cause of the stepp»ge which 
occurred before writing in this strain. The truth is, that the stoppage was 
in no way dependent on the boilers, which are in perfect crder, but was 
caused by the giving way of the intermediate crank shaft—an accident that 
was solely occasioned by the stress of weather the ship had previonsly 
undergone. The Afelbourne beinz within three days’ sail of Rio Janciro, 
it was considered more prudent by the Admiralty agent on board to bear up 
for that port, where the crank-shaft was repaired, and in the course of a 
few days she proceeded on her voyage under steam, 








Mr. Horsmin's motion for the production of the naval estimates for the 
last 100 years has brought before the public some facts which are specially 
valuab'e at this time. The lowest point reached in our navy estimates for 
103 years past, was in 1768, when there were only 15,511 men employed 
in the service, at an expense of a little above one and a-half millions. At 
the conclusion of the American war, 105,443 sailors and marines belonged 
to our naval cstabishment, at an annual cost of a little above eight millions. 
In 1859-60, the number of men voted fur the navy is about half the amount 
just quoted, whilst the expenses of the service are reckoned at nearly ten 
millions, The increase of expense is attributible to the different conditions 
of the navy. In 1813, the number of men employed seems to have reached 
the highest poi:.t, no fewer than 147,047 being rated on the navy lists at 
an expense of twenty-three and a-half millions. From 1756 §to $1859

REVISED ARMY ESTIMATES FOR 1860-61. 

® The revised Army Estimates have just been published, and are diviled 
into six parts—viz., forces, civil establishments, supplies, works and build- 
ings, educati-nal, and non-effective, for which a total sum of £14,842,546 is 
asked, being an increase of £1,983,249 on the estimates of 1859-60. The 
number of men to be provided for is 145,269, and the pay and allowances 
for this force amount to £4,736,701, further augmented by miscellaneous 
charges, put down at £620,285. The first of these items is #1,012,227, 
and the second £57,918 beyond those of last year. The embodied militia 
will cost £320,000, a decrease of no less than £240,000 on the previous 
year’s estimate ; while the volunteer corps ask £20,000 less than last ycar, 
and figure for the comparative'y modest sum of £68,000. The next divi- 
aion is that of the civil establishments, in which we find a large increase 
over 1859-60. The departments of the Secretary for War and of the Ge- 
neral Commanding-in-Chief are put down for £196,224, an increase of 
£10,630 upon the last estimates; the marufacturing establishments, 
military storekeepe-s, barrackmasters, lodging money, rents, &c., are 
estimate] at £374,005, an increase of £14,965; and the wages of ar- 
tificers and labourers at £865,234, showing an increase of £115,706. 
The third division inclutes clothing and neceszaries, estimate! at 
£324,000, a decreace of £126,000 on the previous year; provisions, 
forage, fuel and light, barrack furniture and belding, &-., figure for 
£1,278,377, an incrcase of £181,593 ; and warlike stores for land and sea 
service will absorb £2,038,088, an increase of £940,463 upon the estimates 
of 1859-60. The fourth vo:e comprises fortifications, civil buildings, and 
‘barracks—the first item being down for £645,355, an increase of £196,783 ; 
the second for £205,500 ; and the third for £707,607, the two latter show- 
ing a dec case of £29,157 ani £125,885 respectively, The fifth division, 
the educational, demand; am increase of £7,140 upon the la t estimates, and 
is down for £277,547, Thes: tive divisions comprehend the effective ser- 
vices, and comprise a total of £12,707,923. ‘The non-effective servi es, 
which include rewards for military services, pay of general officers, pay of 
reduced and retired o:Ecers, widows’ pensions and compassionate ullowances, 
pensions and allowances to wounded officers, in-pensions, out-pen-ions and 
superannuation allowances, demand #2,134,623, ad crease of £12,882 upon 
last year; thus making up the total amouut of £14,842,546 required for 
the coming vear, and sh wing anet incr ase of £4,983,249 upon the esti- 
mates of 1859-60.

A Visit to India, China, and Japan, By Bayarn Taytor. 

Newly Revised and Edited by G. 1. Parvoy, James Black- 

F, wood, Paternoster-row, 
' This is a re-issue, at a moderate price and in a convenicnt 
form, of a book which we have already commended to the atten- 
tion of our readers.* A second perusal, however, so strongly 
confirms our favourable impression that we feel it deserves 
somewhat more than a cursory notice. 

Mr. Bayard Taylor, the well-known American traveller, paid 
his visit to India, China, and Japan in the year 1853, and pub- 
lished the account of his travels in 185. Since then we have 
had the mutiny in India, and treatics and wars, or rumours of 
wars, with China and Japan, so that the work before us treats 
of a condition of things past and welluigh forgotten, and we 
cannot say that the appendix furnished by Mr. Pardon adds 
much to our information on recent events. The book is never- 
theless both entertaining aud valuable. The writer propounds 
no new theories, and favours us with no philosophical or anti- 
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quarian disquisitions ; but perhaps we like his work none the 
esson that account. It is simply what it professes to be—an 
account of a visit (albeit ahurricd one) to the far East. We 
do not find it at all a tedious journey to accompany our author in 
his banghy cart from Bombay to Indore, thence to the capital 
of the Great Mogul and the gigantic mountains of the Hima- 
layan range. He describes with equal felicity the wonders of 
art and the sublime and varying aspects of nature, and his 
narrative contains just enough of the salt of personal adventure 
which travellers are perhaps more apt to provide than their 
readers are to relish, We accompany Mr. Taylor to Mecrut, 
Cawnpore, and Lucknow, and on by Allahabad and Benares to 
Calcutta. His visit to China is scarcely so well told. He has 
no admiration for China, and the unfortunate Chinese are de- 
nied the possession of one redeeming quality. We forbear to 
quote his “ deliberate opinion” of them as recorded in page 
162 of this volume, for, in truth, we think a little more know- 
ledge of this part of his subject would have induced him to 
modify his judgment. His visits to the capital of Loo-choo, and 
to the Bonin and Peel Islands, are among the best and most 
entertaining parts of this volume. As to Japan, we know now, 
imperfect as our knowledge still is, so much more than Mr. 
Taylor has told us, that it seems only necessary to say that he 
accompanicd the United States expedition under Commodore 
Perry. We have not space to point out a tithe of the merits 
of this book, but we must not omit to thank Mr, Taylor for the 
testimony he is ever ready to bear (and we must not forget ho 
isan American) to the virtues of the English. . Of his style 
it would be difficult to speak too highly. It is clear, graphic, 
free from affectation, and at times highly poctical. One short 
example must suftice. In his description of the most renowned 
monument of Agra, Mr, Taylor tells us that 











“ Thedome of the Taaje covita’ns an echo more sweet, pure,’and prolonged 
than that in the Baptistery of Pisa, the finest in Europe. A single music 
tone uttered by the voice floats and soars overhead in a long, delicions undu- 
lation, fainting away so slowly that you hear it afterfit is silent, as you see 
or seem to ave a lark you have been watching, after it is swallowed up in the 
Ulue of heaven.” 





In a word, we think Mr. Bayard Taylor's style little inferior 
to that of his countryman Washington Inving. It is not easy 
to award higher prai:

Tea Curtene in Ixprta.—The introduction of the tea culture into India 
is an interesting experiment, if, indeed, it can atill be considered an experi- 
ment, The Government. within the pa-t ten years, has devoted much at- 
tentivn to it. All the principal vatieties of the tea plant have been im- 
ported, experimental gardens laid out, at different points in the Himalay: 
from Agsam to the north-western frontier of the Punjab, and Chinese work- 
men procured to teach the preparation of the leaves. Mr. F rtune, whose 
travels in China on his mission to eiect these objects have excited cousider- 
able notice. kad been despatched a third time to that country to procure 
fresh supplies of plants and wo.kmen, The tra plant was first introduced 
into Assam, a district north of Heng.l, and lying on the Brahmapootra 
rier. A company was formed abont ffteen years ago for the cultivation 
and manufacture of tea; but through iguorance and inexperience it was for 
some time a losing concern, At present, hawever, it has 80 far succeeded as 
to pro uce 500,000 pounds of tea, and to pry 10 per cent. annually to the 
coms The experimental gardens in the northern and western parts of 
the Himalsyas have been established n:oze recen.ly, and the natives are now 
beginning to take up the cu tivatien o: the plant. One of the girdens is at 
Kaologir, about thrce miles from Dehra, ad I visited it in company with 
Mrs. Keene. Mr, Fortune considers that a level a!luvial soil, hike that of 
the Dhoon, is no: so well adapt-d for the tea as the hilly country about 
Almorah and in the Punjab, and if it be correct I did not see the plant in 
its greatest perfection; though I hiu'd think it difficult for any pl.ntation 
to gresent a more flourishing appearance than parts ot that at Kao ogir. Jt 
consists of three hund.ed acres of leve! ground—a rich dark loam mixed with 
clay—and contains plants in every stage of growth, from the seedling to the 
thick bushy shrub six feet high,—Z. Tuylur's Veset to India, Chica, and 
Japan.

Ix ne Hrenscrsnoy Rustomser.—This was an examination mecting. The 
bankrupt was descr.b.d asa me:chant of Bishopsgate Within. The accounts, 
prepared by Messrs. Johnson and Wilson, commence June 30, 1858, with a 
capital of £4,720, and end on the 4th January last, with unsecured creditors, 
£8,702, and creditors holding eccttrity, £11,190, The property held by the 
Jatter is estimated as worth £14,183, and consists princ pally of consign- 
ments. The largest secured creditor is the Mercantile Bank of India, for 
£8.932. Debtors in Cnina are returned as owing £8,587; bad debts, 
£4,993, The bankrupt also retures as his property a plantation at Singa- 
pore, on which he has expended £7,255. Je appears to have made no 
profits; his trade expenses were £2,035 ; losses, £5,503; house and per- 
sonal expenses, £731, An adjournment for three months was ordered at 
the request of the assignees, for the purpose of giving time to reali:e the 
assets abroad. 
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ARMY AND NAVY ESTIMATES. 

In the House of Commons upon the motion to go into committee on the 
navy estimates, Sir C. Naries called attentioa to ihe circumstances connected 
with the present state of th navy. censuring the extravagant ex; enditue 
which hal been incurred by the Admiralty in altering ships, and, while 
admitting that we bad now something deserving the name of a Channel 
fleet, compained that it was still underm nned and, that it was especially 
deficient in petty officers. He also alluded to the recent mutinies, and 
urged the necessity of a recourse to rigid measures in order to prevent 
their reeurrene, As a gexeral means of improving the c:ndition of the 
navy, he advocated the adoption of a higher rate of pay for warrant officers, 
ands revisal of the penal code of the navy; while, with regard to corpo- 
tal punishment, he thought the power of inflicting it might advantageously 
be taken from captains and vested in courts-martial, as is the case in the 
army. In conclusion he criticised the present system of block ships and 
“ reserve,” and demanded tbat it should be superseded by some:hing more 
likely to afford tothe ration a reserve fleet really to be relied upon in a 
time of sudden emergency—an object which might easily be effected by 
carrying out the recommendations of the commission for manning the navy. 
—Sir J. Burmimerons directed attention to the post captains on the reserved 
list, who, he contended, had received no reward commensurate with their 
Jength of service, and ought to be open for further promotion, and consequent 
increased half-pay.—Mr. Linpsay protested against the rapid increase which 
had taken place in our naval expenditure, alising out of the mutual jealousy 
‘existing between France and this country, until it now reached an encrmous 
amount, which pressed severely upon stry, and threatened to affect it 
atill more injuriously in fu:ure, untess the rivalry of the two nations were 
Putan end to, At the same time, he said, he did not wish to weaken our 
necessary defences; but it was perfectly plain, from the repert of the 





commission, that vast savings might be effected without at all im. | 


pairing the efficiency of the navy. ‘This was more particular! 
the case in the dockyard department, where the cost of wor 
was considerably in excess of building in private yards.—-Sir M. 
Seymour supported the views of the hon. taronet the member for 
Portsmouth relative to the position of retired officers (post captains) with 
regard to increased ha'fpay, He expressed his satisfaction at hearing that 
the widows and orphans of warrant officers were to receive some considera- 
tion at the hands of the Admiralty. He agreed with the ga'lant admiral 
the member for Southwark that the crews of the Channel fleet were not so 
good as they should be. He had never before had ships with war com- 
plements kept in our ports during the winter season, and they could well 
judge what must be the temptations under such circumstances to both officers 
and men. He hoped that a different arrangement would te adopted in 
fature, and by dispersing the Channel fleet to various quarters of the world, 
and disposing of the const guard at home, a great expense would be saved to 
the country, and a beneficial effect exercised on the navy. He believed with 
the hon, member for Sunderland (Mr. Lindsay), that it was the opinion of 
the House and of the public that the national deckyards were not well 
managed, and he should always be ready to support any motion that might 
be made with the view of improving their management. But he thought, 
from his own experience in the dockyards, that the difficulty experienced by 
the hon. gentleman in his attempt to r concile the accounts of expenditure 
in the dockyards arose entirely from the variety of modes in which those 
accounts were kept. He did not appear there as an advocate for the dock- 
yards or of any other department, but he could not refrain from saying that, 
in his opinion, the work that had been do::e in the dockyards was the best 
that could be prozuced in the country. (Hear.) He hp d that if any 
committee were appointed, some inquiry would be made into the quality of 
the work produced in the Government dockyards, Referring to the manning 
commission, the hon, and gallant gentleman said we had not yet obtained 
the whole of the reserve force that had been recommended by the commis- 
sion. He hoped that the Secre'ary to the Admiralty would state what was 
the present number of the naval volunteers, and of the naval coast volun- 
teers, The most vitally important question connected wich the navy was 
that which related to manning. We had always experienced great difficul- 
ties in manning the navy. We had never got our full complement of sailors 
without a great deal of pressure. He did not suppose impressment could 
ever be resorted to again, That plan, he thought, would be neither desirable 
or justifiable. Still, on a sudden emergency, he thought that the com- 
mander of a ship might properly take from a homeward bound vess-l enough 
of the crew to man his ship, The House ought to consider whether some 
of the arrangements which hal been made recently by other countries for 
the manning of their navies might not be adopted by this country. It was 
B curious fact, that out of the 150,000 sailors belonging to the commercial 
‘marine of the United States, only 9,000 were natives of America. That 
strange state of things was owing, in a great measure, to the wages paid in 
the American commercial marine. The question of pay was a very serious 
and large one; and as there was hardly one class in our navy that was 
satisfied, he hoped the Secret»ry to the Admiralty would feel that the time 
had arrived when the pay of all who were actively employed in the navy 
ought to be reconsidered by the Government. During the Russian war no 
more than 1,000 of the men employed in our mercantile marine entered the 
Royal navy, Fifty years ago, when the population of the country was only 
half of wi at it now was, we had altogether a force of more than 600,000 for 
the defence of the country. Our present plan of raising n.en for internal 
de‘erce was useless, and almost inoperative, The militia, ac.ompanied by 
the ballot, was in his opinion the only way to procure a sutfcient force to 
repel an invader, and he hoped that, if that plan were resorted to, it would 
be extended to the nnvy. (Hear, tear, hear.)—After some rezarks 
fiom Admiral Watcorr and Mr. Brxtinck, the House went into committee. 
—The first vote, £160,280 for the expenses of the Admiralty Office, &c. 
The next vote discussed was one of £287,725 for the C astguard, Coast 
Volunteers, and Naval Reserve ; incidentally to which it was admi-ted by 
Lord U. Paet that the number of men who had enrolled themselves in the 
reserve was only 800, instead of the estimated 30,000, while the number 
of coast volunteers enrolled was 6,166, of whom 4,000 were under drill. 
‘Th’s vote and another were a,reed to, and the House resumed.

Execrric INTELLiGENcE. 

It was announced some months since in this journal that the 
electric cable in course of manufacture for connecting Fal- 
mouth with Gibraltar would be transferred to the Kangoon and. 
Singapore section. This has now been decided on by Govern- 
ment, and arrangements are in progress through Messrs. Glass, 
Elliott, and Co., the contractors, for shipping the same in screw 
steamers, about the end of August, Allowing the passage and 
laying to occupy 100 days, it will bring Singapore into tele~ 
graphic communication about the middle of December. The 
passage from Hong Kong being at that scason six days, it fol- 
lows that advices can be received in London in that month in 
seven or eight days, allowing that the gup between Alexandria 
and Candia be filled up. Notwithstanding the urgent necessity 
for facilitating the despatch of India and China telegraphic 
messages from Alexandria to this country, Government have - 
not yet placed a steamer on the service between Alexandria and. 
Candia, which place is in telegraphic communication with Lon- 
don through Constantinople. Surely the Admiralty could spare- 
one of the many vessels composing the Mediterranean squadron. 
We understand that another attempt will shortly be made by 
Messrs. Newall and Co. to lay a cable between these two points, 
and thus bring Alexandria and the Red Sea Company's lines into- 
connection. 

The last accounts from Alexandria to the 11th inst. mention 
that a fracture of the Red Sea cable existed between that port. 
and Aden, but tbat between Aden and Kurrachee it was in 
order, 

In consequence of the insurrection in Sicily the Malta cable: 
has been again out of service, and no reliance can be placed on 
the transmission of messages by it so long as it passes through 
the Neapolitan dominions, The cable from Toulon to Corsica, 
&e., would obviate this, 


Ontextat Bayk Corroration, 

The annual meeting of the Oriental Bank took place on the 
19th inst., Mr. H. G. Gordon in the chair, when the report was. 
adopted unznimously, and a dividend and bonus declared of 12 
per cent. for the half-year cnding last December, making a total 
distribution of 17 per cent. for 1859, agaiust 12 per cent. in 
1858. This satisfactory result was stated to be due entirely to 
legitimate banking business, and not to have arisen in any way 
from trausactions in “ Company's paper,” as had beenjcrrone— 
ously reported. The Indian Government securities, of which 
the bank, from the nature of their business, are compelled to 
hold large amounts, stand for less in the books than their pre- 
sent market value. The accounts from all the branches con- 
tinue encouraging. The new financial arrangements of Mr. 
Wilson, involving the withdrawal of the rote circulation of the 
banks of Bengal, Madras, and Bombay, will, it was mentioned, 
in no way affect the interests of the Oriental Bank. The pro- 
jected establishment of a State bank was also alluded to as a 
procceding more likely to prove beneficial than otherwise. The 
same view also appeared to be entertained with regard to the 
proposed Dank of India, which hag been announced to {be in 
course of formation, there being ample room for an extension 
of banking operations in the East, and the business of the 
Oriental being on such a footing as to be secure from compe- 
tition, Annexed is an abstract of the report :-— 

© The accounts for 1859 are mnde up as usual to the 31st of December, 
and the net prot.t, after defraying current expenses and writing off all bad 
and coubtful deb's, amounts to £226,008. A idend of 5 percent. for 
the first kalfof 1859 has already been pail, and it is proposed now to pay 
n like dividend for the subsequent half-year, tog-ther with a bonus of 7 per 
cent., making for the year a distribution of prot equal to 17 per cent., free 
of income-tax. There will then remain a balance of £11,808 to be car.ied 
forward to the ercdit of the next year’s account. In last year's report the 
proprietors were informed that the Indian Government securities belonging 
to the corporation had been adjuste| to the market price of the day. 
value of these securities } as since been muci improved ; and although, ate 
ing a settlement of Indian financial affairs, no re- adjustment of the account 
has been considered advisable, the directors think it will be satis‘nctory to 
the proprietora to learn that this investment stauds in a favourable position.”

ward £12,302 0s. 2d. to credit of the present year. With the further 
sum of £3,000 they have, with reference to clause 55 of the deed of sett'e- 
ment, opened a superannuation fund account, considering that provision for 
this even:ual liability should be gradually made by moderate approp:iations 
from the yearly profits. In order to provide further for the heavy and 
fast-increasing duties of the head office, the directors have recently nomi- 
nated Mr. William Shipman, late a mannger of the National Di-count Com- 
pany, as their London manager, and;they sre glad to avail themselves of this 
opportunity of expressing their confdent belief that favourable results will 
follow this appointment, The directors regret to announce the deaths at 
Bombay, in May last, and at Agra, in January, of Mr. J. G. H. Brown, 
and Mr. A. H. Matthews, respectively managers of those b-anches, and the 
resignation of Mr. David Allardice, their manager st Madras; in succes- 
sion to whom Mr. Hugh Bowie Macculloch, Mr. William Birks, and Mr. 
Edward Morris; have been named to officiate in those several chargea, Mr. 
Alexander Rimington, one of your directors, having in the course of Inst 
year had occasion to return to India, the board, under the 45th clause of the 
deed, had much pleasure in invit'‘ng Mr. John Carrington Palmer, a former 
colleague, to fill the vacancy, and u:der his re-appoin:ment he solicits, on 
the present occasion, lis re-election from the proprietary. 

The report and accounts were adopted, and the four retiring 
directors re-elected. A resolution was also passed, expressing 
the regret of the meeting at the loss of the services of their 
general manager, Mr. Francis Robert Neilson, whose decease at 
Boulogne, within the last week, was announced. 

A gigantic fraud has been committed on the Union Bank of 
London, extending over several years, amouuting in the aggregate 
to £263,000, by Mr. W. G. Pullinger, the chief cashier. It is 
supposed that he must have been speculating in conjunction 
with certain stockbrokers, and that he was a heavy loser at the 
time of the panic at the Stock Exchange last year. The 
shares fell five pounds, The directors propose at once to 
write off £2 per share (£120,000) from the capital, and 
£100,000 from the reserve fund, and the remainder from the 
profits for the year ending 30th June next. ‘This wiil leave the 
concern with its original capital intact, and also with a sufficient 
surplus to declare a 5 per cent. dividend at the next meeting, 
which, with the 74 per cent. already paid, will make 12} per 
cent. for the year. The culprit is in custody, and will take his 
trial at the next sessions. One of the clerks Lave beeu de- 
tected in a deficiency of £1,200 also.
